During the entire 
day thousands of women and children 
pftraded the streets with banners and 
prayers were offered continuously The 
whisky forces of the entire State w<re 
enlisted In support of the "wets,” and 
their organization was almost perfect. 
The negro vote played a prominent 
part in the result. \

Wet Forces Carry City By 
442 Votes. 


Close and Perfect Organiza¬ 
tion Triumphs. 


Bcngcr .^.lys; Tho Rev. Father James 
T. iWfey said this morning the action 
of Bishop MoCloskey. of Louisville, ltt 
barring him from all Cathc/.K* churches 
in Owensboro, where ho h.ul been, 
summoned by th * untl-llquor element 
to assist In live local option campaign, 
was uncalled for and unnecessary, as 
he was to speak In halls only, which 
made It unnecessary to consvU 
MoCloskey.

Negro Ballots Decide Issue 
At tbe Last. 


DRYS LEAD IN THE COUNTY. 


Owensboro, Ky., April 20.—[Special.] 
—The wave of local option which has 
been sweeping over Kentgoky for sev¬ 
eral months with almost phenomenal 
success w r as met In Owensboro to-day 
by the united forces of tho liquor in¬ 
terests of this city and State, and after 
a combat unequalled for Intensity in 
the Bluogras3 Commonwealth, the clt - 
zena voted for the retention of forty- 
six saloons in the county seat of 
Daviess. The w*ets in Owensboro re¬ 
ceived a majority of 442 votes. There 
was a total of 3.486 votes cast In the 
election, it being one of the largest 
votea ever polled in Owensboro. 

The election of to-day was not only 
of vital Interest to the liquor men of 
Owensboro, but if Owenrb ro had gon* 
dry It is believed that every city In 
Kentucky, with the exception of Louis¬ 
ville, would have been in danger of 

having the saloons voted out. 

• • • 

Liquor Men Well Organized. 

Considering the able leaders on the 
side of the anthprohlbltlonlsts and th© 
veteran-like manner In which they de¬ 
livered the negro vote to the aide of 
the wets, the temperance advocates put 
up a game fight, and never lost hope 
until the last precinct had been heard 
from. 

“The liquor men got their vote out 
and we did not,’’ said a prohibitionist 
leader to-night. There were over six 
hundred of the registered voters who 
did not get to the polls to-ejay. In 
the country the drys were victorious by 
a good majority. The election in th© 
city, under the county unit law, was 
separate from the county election. 
There were only two other precincts 
outside of the city where liquor was 
sold.

From noon to-day until all of the 
returns were received, p ople thronged 
the streets. Hundred? from a distance 
were here to watch the fight. It is es¬ 
timated that at 4 o’clock this after¬ 
noon between ten and fifteen thou¬ 
sand people were on the streets march¬ 
ing and counter-marching and cheering 
when the returns were posted. 

The usual activities of election day. 
only they were unusual In their In¬ 
tensity and extent, began before the 
rising of the sun. Shortly after 4 
o’clock hundreds of women were mak¬ 
ing their way to the First Christian 
church, where, at 5 o’clock, a sunrise 
prayer service was held. 

Fully 1.000 were present. At the name 
hour a great gathering of children, out 
of their beds earlier than usual, formed 

at the Third Baptist church. 

• • * 

Women Form Parade. 

After offering up prayer for the suc¬ 
cess of the Prohibition cause, in the 
test of ballots, simultaneously nt the 
various polling places, and after sing¬ 
ing one or two of their battle hymns, 
the women formed in double file, with 
streaming banners and flags and mot¬ 
toes, and marched on tho polls. In 
front of each voting place they de¬ 
ployed, planted their banners and sang 
hymns. Then for a little while they 
disbanded and went to their homes or 
elsewhere for lunch. Again at 1 o’clock 
the women met at the Christian church, 
offered up another prayer and started 
again on the long tramp to the places 
w*here fathers and husbands and broth¬ 
ers and sons were voting. All day 
they marched and counter-marched 
from Owensboro’s center to its circum¬ 
ference, and the children had their part 
In the parade of the unenfranchiser! 
army. 

• • • 

Continuous Prayer. 

Lunch was served at every voting 
pluce by the women. A continuous 
prayer service was held from 5 o'clock 
In the morning until 4 o'clock In the 
afternoon. Each hour the leaders were 
changed, nearly all of the prohibition 
workers taking part at some time dur¬ 
ing the day. The personnel of the 
crowd continually changed, the same 
men were not there for thirty minutes 
together, but the number remained un- 
ditnlnlshed and the leaders literally 
prayed without ceasing. 

Gloom reigned in the camp of the lo¬ 
cal option leaders to-night, but they 
say they will not give up the fight. 

A mass-meeting will be held to-mor¬ 
row afternoon, when steps will be 
taken to renew the fight three years 
hence, the earliest possible time an¬ 
other election can b© held in tho couniy 
os a whole.

DRAWING THE “DEAD LINE” ON 

NEWSPAPER CORRESPONDENTS 


Order Issued Prohibiting Them From Standing Around 
the Sacred Precincts of the White House. 


Washington. April 20.— [Special.] — 
The White House officials are drawing 
the “dead line” upon the Washington 
correspondents who refuse to write 
their stories to their papers as the 
President “suggests.” The latest or¬ 
der Is that all correspondents are pro¬ 
hibited from standing around the 
sacred precincts of the Executive Man¬ 
sion and talking to distinguished guests 
as they make their entrance and exits. 

As a matter of course the pet press 
favorites of the President or his man 
Friday, Loeb, do not have to stand 
out In. the cold in order to talk with 
those who may call. They are given 
a warm place generally in the library, 
and after a little time they are fur¬ 
nished by Loeb the copy they are re¬ 
quired to file to their papers, with the 
Injunction that "you will please send 
this Just as it Is written.” If the re¬ 


porter falls to do this the next time 
he visits the White House he is called 
to the dark chamber and given a lec¬ 
ture that a young reporter is not likely 
to forget. 

To this complexion has it come at 
Igst under a square deal President: 
that the White House Is not open now 
to a fair, Independent and conscientious 
reporter who will report his views and 
the facts from which he obtains them 
In a fair and truthful way. He Is not 
only denied entrance, much less cour¬ 
tesy, In the White House, but he Is 
even denied the poor privilege of stand¬ 
ing on the curbstone opposite and ask¬ 
ing a Representative of the Govern¬ 
ment if. In his talk with the President, 
anything had been sold that would 
be of interest to the people. Truly, 
the times are out of Joint when such 
things can be and not excite our spe¬ 
cial wonder. 


COMMISSION TO TAKE UP< 

PROBLEM OF IMMIGRATION 


Washington, April 20.—An exhaust¬ 
ive investigation Into all phases of the 
problem of Immigration as it affects 
the United States is about to be begun 
by a national commission created for 
the purpose. The commission will 
meet In the room of the Senate Com¬ 
mittee on Philippines next Monday 
morning to perfect its organization and 
to discuss plans for and consider the 
scope of its work. 

The commission consists of nine 
members, appointed under the Immi¬ 
gration Act passed by Congress last 
•winter. Three of them. Senators Dill¬ 
ingham. of Vermont, chairman of the 


Immigration Committee; Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, and Latimer, of South 
Carolina, were named by Vice Presi¬ 
dent Fairbanks; three. Representative 
Howell, of New Jersey, chairman of 
the House Committee on Immigration 
and Naturalization; Bennett, of New 
Yotk, and Burnett, of Alabama, by 
Sp<^ker Canfion, and three. Prof. 
Charles P. Neill. Commissioner of La- 
bor; Prof. J. W. Jenks, of CorneTlTand 
William R. WheeleT. of Oakland. Cal., 
by President Roosevelt. 

The law places no limit on the time 
the commission shall consume In mak¬ 
ing its inquiries or on the expense It 
may incur.

Brothers* store at Jackson, whose tes¬ 
timony was unfinished yesterday after¬ 
noon, was again placed on the stand 
when court convened this morning. In 
answer to the question on cross-ex- i 
andnatlon Bropliv stated that he had 
testified at the trial of Curt Jett'^t 
Cvnthiana. and added that Judge Har- 
was really on trial at that time, as he 
was asked more questions about Hargis 
than about Jett. He said he was still 
in the employ of Hargis Brothers, and 
doing everything he could to help the 
defense in this case. He said that he 
had advanced money to witnesses in 
some of the cases. He was asked if he 
did not threaten Wilson McDaniels, a 
witness for the prosecution at the for¬ 
mer trial of Britton, and admitted hav¬ 
ing said to McDaniels that If he testi¬ 
fied against BrdJtton ”old man Dotson 
will come down here and tell about you 
stealing com." He said McDaniels was 
a low-down character and he told him 
that to have a little fun out of him. 

• • ♦ 

Prison Guard Next Witness. 

Thomas Spencer, a son of the former 
jailor of Jackson, and a cousin of the 
Hargises, was the next witness. He 
stated that he was a guard at the pen¬ 
itentiary at Frankfort and had been 
for seven years. He denied that Judge 
Hargis had secured the position of 
guard for him. He said he was in 
Jackson the day Uookrill was killed, 
and was coming out of Will Jett’s 
saloon when the shots were fired, hav¬ 
ing left Klbert Hargis in the saloon 
when he started out. This statement 
was a flat contradiction of John Smith 
and many other witnesses for the 
prosecution, who had testified that Kl¬ 
bert Hargis was at the courthouse 
when the shooting occurred . 

At the conclusion of Spencer’s testi¬ 
mony Attorney Muir, for the defense, 
annaunced: "We will now take Sen¬ 
ator Alex. Hargis.” and the first of the 
Hargis brothers to appear on the stand 
at this trial came forward. 

Led by Mr. Muir’s questions, the wit¬ 
ness stated that his name was Alex¬ 
ander H. Hargis, and that he now' lived 
In Jackson, where he was born and 
reared. He had lived seven years in 
Clark county, where he was a farmer, 
but about a year ago he had moved 
back to Jackson, where he Is now In 
the mercantile business with his brother 
James, in the firm of Hargis Brothers, 
and is also a farmer. He knew Britton, 
who was his cousin .and said that El¬ 
bert Hargis was his. brother and lived 
with their mother on the Hargis farm. 
The witness stated that the father of 
James Coekrlll and himself were devot¬ 
ed friends up to the time of the elder 
Oockrill's cK-ath. After the latter’s 
death Tom OoCkrlll killed Ben Hargis, 
and the feeling between the two fam¬ 
ilies for the first time ceased to be 
friendly. At the time James Coekrlll 
was killed the witness stated he was In 
Mt. Sterling. He denied telling John 
Smith to kill Jim Coekrlll In a street 
fight and he w*ould see him defended 
for it. Denied ever hearing any per¬ 
sons talk about killing Coekrlll.

Drummer On Stand. 


S. King Ford was next put on the stand. 
He testified that he is president of the 
Standard Title and Trusx Company of 
Philadelphia. Lives In New York; witness 
said he was born at Plkeville. Ky.. but 
later said he believed he was born at 
Louisa. Ky., but was not sure about it. 
At the time Coekrlll was killed Ford said 
he was traveling for the clothing house 
of Isaac Hart & Co., of Cincinnati, anri 
was In Jackson on the day of the tragedy. 
Stayed in Jackson three or four days 
wait in gto see Alex Hargis, w.:o was 
away from home, to sell him so.tk goods. 
Saw r Corckrill on the day he was shot 
and asked him If he was not afraid to 
be in Jackson, and he said, "No. I am 
not afraid." At the time of the shooting 
Ford was in Hargis’ store talking to 
James Hargis, who was lying down on 
some mattresses in the building where he 
had been asleep. Ford said he awoke 
Judge Harg1a.und talked with him about 
ten minut«?». then heard five or six shots 
fired very rapidly. Doug. Hayes waa In 
the store and Iran to get a gun. Hargis 
ran to the Window j was In his shirt 
sieves; hart no gun or pistol in his hands. 
Said Hargis called to the Rev. Hlner anil 
asked him what the shooting was about, 
who answered "I don’t know." Sam Curt 
Jett in the courthouse door with a gun in 
his hand. Didn’t see Britton, didn’t know' 
him at that time. Callahan was not in 
the room with Hargis; had left about ten 
minutes before the shooting. Heard a 
voice say "Guard the courthouse "t 
hought It was Callahan’® voice. Ford said 
he stayed in Jackson two or three days 
waiting to see Alex Hargis. 

• • • 

Intimate With Hargises. 


Col. Allen took the witness and asked 
him if he Is under Indictment for obtain¬ 
ing money under false pretenses. Said he 
heard he was. but was never served with 
notice of it Was ulso indicted here for 
embezzlement in connection with some 
of the Investment companies. Ford ad¬ 
mitted that he was quite Intimate with 
the Hargises, ••ailing James Hargis 
"Cousin Jim." Col. Allen brought out the 
fact that Coekrlll staled to Ford about 
1 o'clock before ho was shot that he had 
Just reached Jackson that morning, hut 
did not say that he was going uway that 
afternoon. The prosecutor tangled the 
witness as to his testimony concerning 
as to what Judge Hargis said to Rev. 
HIner. The minister testified that Hargis 
called to him "Look out, preacher, don’t 
get shot." Ford said Hargis asked the 
preacher what the shooting was about. 
Witness said he had seen pistols in the 
office room or bedroom In the second floor 
at Hargis store at various times. Ford 
told Col. Allen that he was in Judge Har¬ 
gis' room Friday night and went over a 

f >art of the record or his testimony given 
n the former trial of Britton. When Col. 
Allen began to read an alleged Indict¬ 
ment against Ford. Mr. Kemper objected 
and made him the offer that the State 
might, without objection, show that Ford 
or any other defense witnesses have been 
Indicted If Col. Allen would not object 
to the defense proving that witnesses for 
the State have been charged with crimes. 
The court said thi9 sort, of testimony is 
Illegal. Mr. Kemper then tried to go 
Into the circumstance* out of which the 
Indictment was returned put was not 
allowed to do so by the court. Mr. 
Kemper then offered order book 107 of 
the Fayette Circuit Court to show that 
the indictment found here against Ford 
had been filed away by Co!. Allen. This 
was refused by the court and the witness 
stood aside. 

• • • 

Abner Springs Surprise. 

John Abner, who. John Smith had 
tethlfled, was one of the thr e men who 
did the shooting which killed Jam-*» 
Coekrlll. Smith and Curt Jett being i**» 
other two, was next called to the stand 
by the defense. He staled he had lived 


in Perry county about sixteen or seven, 
teen years. He was born in Breathitt. 
He was a farmer and knew Britton 
and the other principals to the alleged 
conspiracy. He did not know any of 
the Hargises until after, the killing of 
Coekrlll. He was on the river near 
Valley View In March, 1902, a short 
time before Coekrlll was killed, and 
saw John Smith at Beattyvllle about 
that time. Both he and Smith were 
taking logs down the river. He stated 
that "Smith lived at first pne place 
and then another" In Perry county In 
1902 and 1903. The witness raid hr wa* 
about home In Perry county nearly all 
of the month of April, and was not in 
Jackson during that month. He was 
In Jackson in June. 1902. as a witness 
in the case against Tom White, 
charged with killing Charlie Marsh. He 
did not see Judge HargLs during that 
tmle. The case against White wa4 con¬ 
tinued. and Abner went back as a wit¬ 
ness in the .same case the following 
November. He denied being in Jack- 
son between June and November. He 
fraid he was in Leslie county when Dr, 
Cox was killed, and he did not hear 
of It for a long tiaie. He was at his 
home In Perry county the day Coekrlll 
w’ns killed, and heard of the killing of 
CockrUl the day after it occurred. 
When he heard of it he was at Ed. 
Callahan's store at CroekettsvUle. 
about twenty miles from Jackson, ani 
was told by the mail carrier. 

* * * 

No Message From Hargis. 


Abner denied receiving a message 
from Judge Hargis or Ed Callahan to 
come to Jackson just previous to the 
killing. He said he was not certa‘n 
exactly where Elbert Hargis lived, but 
knew It was in the vicinity of Jackson. 
He said lie did not go to any branch 
in company with John Smith, nor meet 
Asbury Spicer, Curt Jett, Elbert Har¬ 
gis or Bill Britton for the purpose of 
forming a conspiracy. He said he did 
not eat any meals at Elbert Hargis'. 

Commonwealth's Attorney Allen ob¬ 
jected to tills line of questioning, as 
he said the witness had denied being 
in Jackson and therefore could not 
have eaten dinner at Hargises. Mr. 
Kemper, for the defense, however. In¬ 
sisted that they wanted specific de¬ 
nials of Smith's story, and the witness 
then denied in succession every allega¬ 
tion that had been made by Smith on 
the witness stand. He said he was not 
In the courthouse with John Smith 
when Coekrlll was kllkvl. and did not 
fire any of the shots At Coekrlll. He 
said he had been in Jail with John 
Smith at Jackson preceding the recent 
trials He said that while they were 
In Jail Smith took morphine frGjuently, 
He said he heard Smith talking with 
Will Abner about a confession which 
Smith was then preparing. Heard 
Smith say < he was innocent, but the 
only way to get out of trouble was 
to make a confession, and Smith told 
the witness that he ought to make a 
similar confession.

Cross-Examined By All^n. 

On cross-examinatirm by Col. Allen 
the wftness stated chat he and Ed 
Cnllahan are neigh bors and close 
friends, and have been for many years; 
that witness was Indebted to Callahan 
to the a-mount of $75 to $100 at various 
times in the last few years; traded 
with him at his store; carried rafts of 
logs down the rtver for Callahan; John 
Smirh had stayed at Abner's home sev¬ 
eral times during tho past few years. 
Col. Allen took the witness again over 
the logging down the Kentucky river 
to Valley View, und his return to 
Breathitt county by way of Lexington 
and Oakdale. While Smith and Abner 
were in Jackson ut the time of Tom 
White’s trial In May. 1902, witness 
stated they roomed together in the 
Hargis b* warding-ho use, went home to¬ 
gether, went back to Jackson together 
in November, 1902. These two men 


we*>» confined in jail In Jackson to¬ 
gether mid were in the same cell. They 
were released by giving hall. Abner 
admitted’having an Interview with Ed 
Callahan with reference to his and 
Smith’s bond for the killing of Cock- 
rill, and requesting Callahan and James 
and Alex Hargis to sign their bonds. 

The witness said he and John Smith 
were arrested by Sheriff Callahan in 
December. 1905. They were taken to the 
courthouse in Jackson to give bond. 
Callahan and he thought Judge Tiargis 
signed the bond. Hargis was i bounty 
Judge and Ed Callahan Sheriff at the 
time. He was arrested again with 
Smith in March. 1906. They stayed in 
Jail four or five days. Another bond 
was signed for them by Alex Hargis, 
James Hargis, Ed Calahan and others. 
The witness said he came to Lexing¬ 
ton last night with Judge Hargis and 
Ed Callahan. When asked why he came 
he paid; "I was notified by Green Cal¬ 
ahan that I was summoned to appear 
here." When he reached Jackson yes¬ 
terday he went to the Hargis store and 
later ate dinner with Judge Hargis be¬ 
fore starting for Lexington.

Elbert Hargis Testifies. 


Elbert Hargis followed Abner on the 
stand. He testified that he lived writh 
his mother on the farm, about a mile 
from Jackson. He was a brother of 
James and Alex. Hargis. At the time 
Coekrlll was shot Britton was In his 
employ as a farfn hand. Britton had 
worked In the hay field all of the morn¬ 
ing of the day on which Coekrlll was 
shot. He and Britton went to Jackson 
together about noon, and went to the 
courthouse to see Callahan, who was 
Sheriff. He left the Sheriff’s office In 
about twenty minutes, leaving Britton 
there. When Coekrlll was shot the 
witness said he was In Bill Jett’s whole¬ 
sale whisky house. 

About fifteen minutes after the shoot¬ 
ing he went to the courthouse. He 
mid he saw Jett, but did not see him 
have a pistol. He said he did not know 
Coekrlll was to be shot on that day. 
and had never talked to anyone about 
it. Tho witness denied that he had 
ever held any meetings with John Ab- 
ner on the river bank o*- in Judge 
Hargis’ back yard, at which plots were 
discussed for killing Dr. Cox. Cockrill, 
Marcum or others. 

He was cross-examined by <^ol. Al- 
j len and stated that he had stayed at 
j Judge Hargis’ home the night liefore 
l Cockrill was killed. He said Britten 
was In the Hargis store when^Brophy 
told Britton to go to the post-office 
after the mail. This contradicted Brit¬ 
ton. who had stated that he was out 
on the sidewalk. Witness said that 
after the shooting of Cockrill he had 
gone to the courthouse by the hack 
stairway When asked why. he an¬ 
swered: "I was afralt to go up the 
main street. ! waa afraid I might be 
shot." When th ft courthouse was 
searched the old Sheriff’s office was not 
entered. When asked why this office 
had not been searched he said: "It 
was not my business, the Jailer was 
doing that." He stayed at Judge Har¬ 
gis’ home the night after the 'shooting 
and thought Callahan stayed then? 
also. 

Time for adlnumment having ar-1 
rived, the further examination of Lh^ 
witness was postponed till Monday 
morning.

money. They cannot be installed and 
maintained without It; hence the Irnsls 
of the better rural life is greater earning 
capacity of iho farruor. Farm renovation 
and maximum crop production uro now 
fully understood and they can ho ex¬ 
plained mid Illustrated in such a simple 
and practical way that It would be a 
crime not to send th*> gospel of maximum 
production to the rural toller. It Is said 
by some that tbo farmers are a hard 
< lass to reach nnd Impress. That Is not 
my experience; they oro the most tracta¬ 
ble of people. If you have anything sub¬ 
stantial to offer—but they all want proof. 
They do not toko kindly to pure theories 
and no class can more quickly discrim¬ 
inate between the rcul farmer and the 
book farmer than the men who til) the 
soil. The message to the farmers must 
be practical, and of ousy application. 
Who shall take tills message? Our ex¬ 
perience Is In favor of farmers of fair 
education and acknowledged success on 
the farm. They may make mistakes, 
from R »« lontlfio viewpoint In delivering 
the message, but these are easily cor¬ 
rected. Tho main thing is to Induce the 
farmer to act; and no one can do that 
Hko a fellow-farmer.

agent of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, read a paper on “Bet¬ 
ter Conditions for the Southern Farm¬ 
er." The paper showed much thought 
and. .was received by the delegates to 
the conference with enthusiasm. It was 
regardod as ono of the most advanced 
papers brought before tho conference, 
and It Ih tho purpose to have the Gov¬ 
ernment send it broadcast. 

The address Is published herewith In 
full; 

In discussing this topic. It is necessary 
to arrive at a Just estimate of present? 
conditions In our Southern rural districts. 

Some years since a traveler said that 
the forms of the South looked like a 
bankrupt stock ready for the auctioneer; 
the soils were impoverished: the brush 
and briar patches conspicuous; the 
buildings dilapidated; the fences a make¬ 
shift; the hlghwuys hut little more than 
much used bridle paths; tho churches ami 
school houses were built upon the plan of 
inclosing the necessary space at the least 
expense; and the gruveyards appeared as 
If the living did not believe In tnc resur¬ 
rection. 

This viewpoint Is not mine. To me the 
Southern States surouss all of the coun¬ 
tries of the earth of equal area tn mate¬ 
rial resources, mainly undeveloped. Un¬ 
derneath almost every acre Is concealed 
a mineral wealth of surpassing value; 
within almost every acre arc agricultural 
resources that, touched by Intellect and 
labor, will reveal marvelous products. 
To me the Southern people are th« pur¬ 
est stock of the greatest race the world 
has produced. The rural population has 
lived under unfortunate conditions for 
the best decvlopment, but tho essential 
material of their natures Is not Impaired, 
and It requires but leadership to attain 
great results. “Scratch a Filipino and 
you may uncover a Malay;** scratch a 
poor w'hlte of tho Booth nml you reveal a 
hero. Great gains have already been 
mode, and greater are yet to come. There 
are some retarding conditions. What are 
they? The following aro a few of tho 
most apparent: 

First—In the older States of the South 
the annual product per acre ha* greatly 
decreased, owing to the rapid loss of Soil 
fertility: and moderate production Is 
only maintained at Increased cost. Even 
comparatively new States ll#e Texas, 
indicate rapid loss of fertility. 

Second — Within the lost half century 
vast areas of virgin prairie soils have 
been opened for settlement by tho con¬ 
struction fMA il§l#t»V lines, and have ut- 
trsotedr mnify Trtrm t he oUW States. Econ¬ 
omic and rapid transportation are equal¬ 
izing the land values of the world, de¬ 
pressing them In older and more popu¬ 
lous sections, and rapidly enhancing val¬ 
ues In the newer. This Is true In Vir¬ 
ginia, In New York, In England and else¬ 
where.

It appears to 
mu* impracticable to Introduce them gen¬ 
erally Into tho rural common schools, as 
they are now organised at least till teach¬ 
ers are trained to instruct. If these 
schools can be consolidated into townwhip 
schools, property graded. It will thou he 
!*>*slble to introduce some object lessons 
and primary Instruction In nature studies. 
In the common country schools, it Is un¬ 
wise to attempt much at present looking 
to agriculture beyond object lessons. 
These are always valuable, and oral In¬ 
struction should be giwn with them. 

It i» estimated that thnre Is a posflbie 
gain of five fold In the earning capacity 
of each farm Inborer above his present 
Income. Practically the whole gain Is due 
to the following plan: Fill the soil with 
honrus; prepare a deeper and more thor¬ 
oughly-pulverized seed bed; better seed; 

• Maation: more cultivation; tho 
use of stronger teams; better machinery 
and tools, and utilize the Idle lands by 
grnzlng. Four-fifths of the gain Is ln tho 
economic us* of bettor teams and tool* 
nnd the introduction of animal husbandry. 
A majority of our common .school teach¬ 
ers are women. Ignorant of practical wgrl- 
culture, but no more so than GO per c**nt. 
of the male teachers. How are such 
teachers to Instruct In these branches, 
which require a farm fully equipped, and 
practical experience? 

f have bei-n talking about common 
schools, in our portion of the United 
States there are no common schools. They 


snd muro beautiful, will perfect the rural 
school system, will construct good road*, 
telephones and electric tnllways, when 
they have tho mean* to do so. Where 
onr Farmers’ Co-operative Demonstration 
Work has been conducted long enough for 
tho furmers to got out of debt there Is a 
marked Improvement In buildings nnd 
farm ouulnrnent to do good work. The 
farmers 1 families are better clothed and 
fed; thrift nnd comfort haw appeared In 
place* formerly as destitute of these as 
(ho Jungles of Africa. 

The State can accelerate tho pwgres* 
of rural improvement by encouraging 
good works. Tn England better highways 
have been promoted by a law which pro¬ 
vides for the general Oovcrpnfent taking 
charge nnd thereafter maintaining all 
roads which tho people construct and Im¬ 
prove up to a certain excellence. In a 
similar way the State could encourage 
the building of the be*t Macadam or Ro¬ 
man type of road* by offering premiums 
for ever>* mile constructed by a township 
or county, nnd Important highway* might 
even receive national aid. Such n high¬ 
way a* the Spaniards constructed from 
Ponce to Ban Junn l* worthy of nntfnnal 
a Id and 1* more valuable to tho country 
than a railroad and at less coat. The life 
of n Roman highway Is more than two 
thousand years. Several such highway* 
should bisect every county In the United 
States and be a nnrt of a groat national 
ro:«d system. The secondary highways 
will of course for many years be dirt

THOUSAND HOUSES 


WIPED OUT BY CONFLAGRATION 
IN MANILA. 


Flames Fanned By Heavy Gale and 
Sweep Clear An Area of About 
One Hundred Acres. 


Manila, April 20.—Fire destroyed 1,100 
houses and parts of the districts of 
Slngalong, Paco and Bambang, In Ma¬ 
nila, this afternoon. The American set¬ 
tlements at Ermita and Malate escaped 
through the hard work of the firemen, 
assisted by soldiers arid citizens. 

The flames, fanned by a heavy gale, 
swept an area of 100 acres clean, within 
two hours and destroyed the homes of 
100 foreign residents and 1,000 natives. 

The native refugees are now sheltered 
in the schools and other public build¬ 
ings. while many are camping In open 
spaces. The damage is conservatively 
estimated at $200,000 In gold. No cas¬ 
ualties are reported. 

The officials of the Health Depart¬ 
ment do not agree with the estimate of 
the damage given above, which waa 
made by the police and firemen. They 
assert that 26ft houses were destroyed 
and 1,600 natives rendered homeless. 
Their estimate ol' the financial loss is 
the same as that of the other munici¬ 
pal departments. It is thought that the 
figures given by he health officers are 
nearer correct. 


ILOILO FIRE CHECKED. 


Over 8,000 Persons Are Homeless, 
But Relief Is Given Promptly. 

Manila. P. L, April 20.—The latent re¬ 
ports from Iloilo say that the fire has 
been checked. The native quarter of 
the city was destroy*!. The property 
loss Is estimated at $100,000 fcold. The 
business section of the city was un¬ 
touched, it being saved by the military 
and constabulary. Several hundred 
houses were destroyed, and 8,(MK) to 9,000 
natives made home 

Adequate relief measures have been 
taken. The homeless have been housed 
In schools and other buildings. The 
province and the city will provide food 
for tlie refugees, and no unusual suffer¬ 
ing is feared. 

There was no loss of life by the 
earthquakes. The shocks, while 'he 
most severe experienced in fifteen 
years, were not violent enough to cause 
much destruction. Dispatches from 
points In several provinces report se¬ 
vere shocks but little damage. 

Th* total damage caused by the 
earthquake In the entire archliicU^o 
will not exceed $10,000.

TO FISH FOR LOST LOGS. 

[New York Presa] 

Owing to the enormous advance In the 
price of lumber, and more particularly of 
pine. In the last few years, there has been 
organised In St. Paul, Minn., a company 
that intends going into the business of 
’•dragging" th© beds of several of the 
great Western rivers such as th© Missis¬ 
sippi for th© pine logs that have sunk 
to th© beds of those streams Log driving 
has been carried on along those streams 
for th© last fifty years, and In tho course 
..f that time so many logs havo got stuck 
In th© rivers that It Is believed their beds 
are lined with them for hundreds of miles. 
It Is the Intention of th© company to haul 
tho recovered logs out on the banka have 
them Identified, if possible, by th# Gov¬ 
ernment eralers. and then pay th© orig¬ 
inal owners of the logs a fixed rate of IS 
a thousand feet. If the logs a re not Iden¬ 
tified they become the property of the 
company. It is not likely that many logs 
will be Identified. 

This business of recovering logs of this 
kind is not a new one by any means, for 
It Is the usual custom In making deals for 
timber rights In Canada that the price 
shall not include logs that have sunk be¬ 
low th© surface of the rivers or lakes of 
that country. The recovery of such logs

Another Illustration of bow valuable 
pin© logs are Is furnished by th© custom 
of th© Maine lumbermen, who send every 
spring representatives to All th© little 
fishing villages along the Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and Main© coasts to see 
how many logs tho fishermen picked up 
adrift at sea whli© they were hauling 
thetr n©ta. These traveling men will find 
half a dossen logs In one village, maybe 
many more In ancHher. They pay th© 
fisherman a price for his treasure trove, 
make a memorandum of how many log* 
there are In each village or town, nnd 
when they have completed their rounds 
they send a tug along th© coast that stops 
at each place and tows th© logs off to 
Boston, raft-fashlon. Each lumberman 
who has any of his logs among these pays 
his proportion of the expense and is glad 
to do so.

BRYAN AND 
ROOSEVELT 


“The Two Greatest," Says 
John Temple Graves. 


One of Them Should Be the 
Next President. 


Each Has Power To Elect 
the Other By a Word. 


PARTY LINES HELD LIGHTLY. 


Chicago, April 20.—'“Bryan and 
Roosevelt—the two greatest uwn in all 
the world.” 

John Temple Graves, of Atlanta, Ga.. 
thus approached the conclusion of hia 
speech tier© to-night at the twenty- 
seventh annual dinner of the Iroquois 
Club, on ”Tho Regeneration of Par¬ 
ties.” It was an address of which the 
keynote was the speaker’s assertion 
that party lines in general had never 
held so lightly as to-day. Mr. Graves 
spoke from the standpoint of a Demo¬ 
crat, and declared; 

**I have never been a better Demo¬ 
crat than I am to-night, and I have 
never been more hopeful of Che ulti¬ 
mate success of Democracy.” Follow¬ 
ing the tribute paid to Mr. Bryun and 
President Roosevelt, the speaker said: 
"One word from Bryan would send 
Roosevelt omnipotent to the White 
House. One word from Roosevelt would 
Just as surely make Bryan President 
and ctotlhe him with the power for re¬ 
form.”

Mr. Graves’ Address. 


Mr. Graves’ tribute to the two great 
political leaders was received by the 
banqueters with loud and prolonged ap¬ 
plause. His address follows: 

Party ties In general have never held 
so lightly as they do to-day. North and 
South. In Republican, and in Democratic 
ranks, loyalty hangs by a hair. The Re¬ 
publican party, formed upon the Federal¬ 
ist idea, "which was reborn and prospered 
upon the tides of abolition, has progressed 
beyond the Federalist theory’ to privi¬ 
leges and beyond the anti-slavery agita¬ 
tion to graft. 

The Democratic party has been recruit¬ 
ed so rapidly from the ranks of the 
mlgity In trade that !ta shibboleths hav© 
been weakened. La platforms have 
truckled, and in the last campaign it 
nominated a candidate whose actual spok¬ 
en commendation was based upon the 
bald and Infamous confession that ”he 
was not offensive to the trusts.” 

But times have changed and the men 
have changed with them. The cheap 
newspaper and the rural mail delivery 
have builded the clearest and most prac¬ 
tical Democracy In the world. The people 
know more than they have ever known 
before. They see clearer and they think 
more individually than they ever thought 
before. 

The private citizen—and he Is nine- 
tenths of the republic—cares less than 
he ever did bofore for names and theo¬ 
ries. He is less frightened and less in¬ 
spired than he ever was before by shib¬ 
boleths and organizations. What he fear* 
Is not ostracism, but practical damage 
to what he produces. What he wants Is 
good government without regard to 
names. He has lived in himself and in Ills 
father's memories to see that no matter 
which side wus on top God reigned and 
the government at Washington still lived 
• • • 

Bryan and Roosevelt. 


What conservative Democrat save Al¬ 
ton B. Parker, with his confrere©*, has 
been strong enough to put Bryan to in¬ 
dignity ami H caret to shame? What Re¬ 
publican is strong enough to reduce the 
Irrepressible Roosevelt to the ranks of the 
orthodox in privilege? And Republicans 
say Roosevelt can coerce the thronged 
magnates of the truat9 to a proper hu¬ 
mility?

Herman F. Dinkelaker. who died In 
Indianapolis, was burled yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon in Cave Hill cemetery. The 
body arrived yesterday at noon and 
\n*is met by a delegation of the Louis¬ 
ville Turngemefnde. of whk h Mr. Din- 
kelaker had been a lifelong member, 
and escorted to Cave Hill. At the en¬ 
trance the body wan me; by the mem¬ 
bers of the Turngemeinde and accom¬ 
panied to Its last resting place. Phil 
Hollenbach then delivered an Impres¬ 
sive speech, eulogizing the life of the 
de<**ased. 

Mr. Dinkelaker died at the home of 
his daughter. Mrs. Anna Siebold, 682 
East New York street, Indianapolis. He 
was bom February 27, 1827, in Rotten- 
burg. Wurttemburg. Germany, and was 
the son of an imperial officer. At the 
ag»* of twelve years he entered the 
Poly technical Institute in Stuttgart, 
and was graduated as an architect. In 
1849 Mr. Dinkelaker bade farewell to 
his fatherland and landed in Philadel¬ 
phia. After a short sojourn In that 
city he left and went to San Francis¬ 
co, and from there to Australia. In 
1854 he returned to Philadelphia, in 
which city he found employment as an 
architect. Later Mr. Dinkelaker came 
to Louisville and gained quite a repu¬ 
tation as an architect. He was one of 
the most active members of the Louis¬ 
ville Tumgemelnde, and for years oc¬ 
cupied the position of treasurer of the 
society. About twenty years ugo Mr. 
Dinkelaker moved to West Point, Ky., 
and last August moved to Indianapolis, 
where he spent his last days. He is 
survived by his widow and several 
children.

Houston, Tex.. April 20.—Reports re¬ 
ceived here today tell of a terrific 
hailstorm which passed over Carthage, 
Yorktown ajid Clayton, this State, yes¬ 
terday. doing enormous damage to 
crops, houses and Itve stock. Tele¬ 
graph advices state that hail-stones 
fell as large as eggs, and at Yorktown 
the ground was covered to a depth of 
twelve Inches. The path of the &tQrtn 
was twelve miles wide and crops will 
have to be replanted. Fruit tree* were 
shattered by the force of the stonn, 
and hail-stones crashed through roofs 
of frail house**. South Texas to-day 
experienced unprecedented weather 
conditions, pointing to snow. 

Deep Snow Covers Colorado. 

Colorado Springs, Col., April 20.—Ten 
Inches of snow foil last night, and the 
storm to-day showed no sign of abate¬ 
ment. Although there haa been some 
damage to fruit by reason of the cold 
weather, this Is small In comparison 
with the benefit to the farming lands 
of Eastern ^Colorado, where the dry 
farming system Is In use. Ranchers 
are delighted with the prospects for a 
big crop as a result. 

Thirteen Inches Deep. 

Denver. Col., April 20.—Thirteen 
Inches of snow fell in Denver during 
the twenty-four hours ending at fl 
o'clock this morning. It was the 
heaviest snowfall of the winter, and the 
greatest precipitation recorded here in 
April since 1883. 

The weather cleared during the fore, 
noon. The storm was general through¬ 
out tho State. While some damage has 
been done to fruit trees, the moisture is 
of incalculable benelU to farmers and 
gardeners. 

Snow Still Falling. 

Pueblo, Col., April 20.—The snow¬ 
storm that begun at noon yesterday 
continued throunfhout the night. This 
morning, with six incites on the ground, 
there was no Immediate prospect of 
cessation. The storm to-day extended 
east to Dodge City, Kan., and **»tith 
Into TexnF. The snow drift ?d b n'ly, 
crippling railroad and street-car traf¬ 
fic, The thermometer registered 23 de¬ 
grees above this morning. Fn»'t and 
vegetables are badly damaged. 

Snow All Over Kansas. 

Topeka. Kan., April 20.—Snow was 
reported to-day at PhUllpsburp In the 
northern portion of Kansas, and at 
Garden City and other scuthwestern 
points.

LIKE ROOSEVELT, 


Hughes Policies P jpular At 
Present Time. 


NEW YORK’S GOVERNOR STROICG 
PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE. 


POLICE REFORMS MAY EE RAD¬ 
ICAL ON PAPER ONLY. 


ANOTHER SIDE OF QUESTION. 



New York, April 20.—[Special.]— 
Several Republican leaders of more 
than ordinary consequence have be¬ 
gun to sit up and take notice that Gov. 
Charles E. Hughes might prove a most 
eligible candidate for President in 1908. 
This was the burden of a little talk at 
the Manhattan Hotel the other evening. 
Right on the heels of It comes the 
friendly words of Henry \V. Taft, the 
brother of the Secretary, and of Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt himself respecting the 
Governor. Just how Mr. Hughes stands 
on the proposition no one knows. He 
has taken counsel with nobody on the 
subject. While It is not believed that 
the Governor would refuse to stand for 
the presidency In 1908, no effort has 
thus far been put forward by his 
friends to obtain the nomination and 
none Is apt to be made unless the situa¬ 
tion becomes one where party and pub. 
lie interests demand the Usd of his 
name. 

The prospect of this at the present 
time Is very remote. Mr. Roosevelt re¬ 
mains steadfast to his llrst choice. Sec¬ 
retary Taft. He does so despite all ru¬ 
mors circulated by tho anti-adminis¬ 
tration forces that the Ohio statesman 
Is apt to be dropped. This, of course. 
Is part of their tactics to beat Tuft. 
The friends of the President here do 
not think that Senator Foraker will be 
a very dangerous polfctlc.il foe. Some 
of them urge that by choosing as leader 
a man so closely allied*to machine pol¬ 
itics as the Ohio Senator, the reaction¬ 
aries have made a great blunder. 

Tiio belief here Is strong that Jf For- 
akor should win out in Ohio and Tuft 
become Impossible as a presidential 
possibility, Mr. Roosevelt will then turn 
to Gov. Hughea. These same leaders 
go on to say that Mr. Hughes at the 
present time is stronger than the Sec¬ 
retary and that the record he Is making 
has added to his strength. 

Leaders Like Hughes. 

If ho runs ho is not apt to suffer the 
criticism Mr. Roosevelt has beeu the 
target for of failing to respect the Con¬ 
stitution. Mr. Hughes is one of the 
few Governors who has declined to 
go beyond the provisions of his office 
or give orders of any kind to tlie Leg¬ 
islature. The Public Utilities Rill, drawn 
by him, is of such a character as would 
make his candidacy particularly accept¬ 
able to those Republicans who desire 
a continuance of the policies of Mr. 
Roosevelt n the subject. Ills veto of 
two bills seeking to confer upon the 
State powers that should be exercised 
by local officials and only passed be¬ 
cause the officials were Democratic add 
to his strength among Democrats. 

Tito politicians of both parties are 
watching the Governor very closely. It 
Is believed that tjie main opposition to 
him will pome from ex-Gov. Odell and 
his .forces. They have not been very 
much In sympathy with tho policies of 
Mr. Hughes' In falling to treat with 
"the machine/* Back of Odell, of 
course, is his faithful friend. E. H. Har. 
rimait, probably tho most vinous In¬ 
fluence in politics at the present day. 
No doubt from this source a golden 
stream is apt to be poured forth for 
the defeat of Hughes either for Presi¬ 
dent or re-election as Governor. 

• • • 

Radical Police Reform. 

By the enactment of the Police Bill 
introduced at the request of Commis¬ 
sioner Bingham radical changes will 
be mode In the department. The fact 
Should also be notbi that as a result 
Gen. Bingham is the llrst head of the 
police, not a member of the uniformed 
force, 1 able to control It as he ftees fit. 
For years the civilian commissioners 
have been figureheads more titan any¬ 
thing else. ^Vhlie they had the power 
of transferring the members of the 
department from one &e« don of the 
city to another, all the higher officials 
w^re part of the elaborate 'System" 
which has moat of the time baffled 
Commissioners and District Attorneys, 
and hence shifting them about did little 
good. 

The real powers In directing "the 
system” were the inspectors, who by 
reason of their being in command of a 
section of the city Instead of a single 
precinct, were well fiued for the work. 
Of course, the Commissioner had power 
to try any Inspector for neglect of duty 
and dismiss him from the force, but as 
a rule that official was usually success¬ 
ful In keeping his skirts dear so fax 
as obtaining legal evidence against him 
Is «*oncerned. 

Under the new’ law the Commissioner 
can red tree any inspector to the rank 
of captain and detail any captain to 
nank as Inspector. The Commissioner

Fbr many years, certain Hwy rs 
were retained in every arr**n In a 
particular precinct on a similar basis 
of division with tho police. This p.ac- 
tlce. however, has be«*n broken up, 
somewhat, by the authorities.

So i of the 
blind are also planning to be» me typo- 
writers, though how the eyesight can 
be dispensed with in this line of work 
Is not mrtHc clear. Music, of course, 
has attracted many, but as th <!es! e 
is to inak - those a fill* ted ?elMUpport- 
Ing. efforts to leim other trades iec-dve 
more eneotinigefflent.

Federal Inspectors Will 
der State Board 
Health.

Bowling Grven. Ky.. April 20. 

Oial.T—At the office of the State Boird 
of Kfglth here to-day a communica¬ 
tion was received from Dr. A. D. Mel¬ 
vin, chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry at Washington, stating Chat 
owing to the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, the 
regulations in regard to splenetic or 
Texas fever can apply only to Inter¬ 
state commerce, as distinguish* 1 1 from 
intrastate commerce. This would mean 
the loss of all the excellent work al¬ 
ready done in Wayne. Russell, Rula-kl 
Cumberland and Clinton counties, un¬ 
less It should be continued at enor¬ 
mous expense by the State and the 
counties involved. 

Dr. Melvin slates, however, that the 
Federal authorities will continue this 
work, their inspectors working under 
appointment by the State Board of 
Health, a* assistant Stale veterina¬ 
rians, provided they wer* Invited to do 
so by the Htate authorities. The ex- 
eucutive Committee of the State b artl 
was hurriedly convened, and an offi¬ 
cial dispatch was sent Dr Melvin 
thanking him In the name of the farm¬ 
ers and stock raisers of the State for 
previous co-operation oni assistance 
and offering a cordial Invitation for 
continued assistance by tho United 
states Bureau. 

The State Board will do puttie all the 
Federal Inspectors at present working 
in tho State, and another years joint 
work will mean that Texas fever will 
be eliminate! from Kentucky. This 
means a saving of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars as a Federal quaran¬ 
tine would necessarily be put In effect 
against the entire State, unless the dis¬ 
ease could be confined to Its present 
limits.

Washington. April 20.—Somewhat 
critical reviews of recent developments 
In International affairs were indulged 
In at the speechmaking session of the 
American Society of International Law, 
j which concluded Its first aiinu.il meet¬ 
ing here to-day. Richard Olney was 
perhaps the most caustic In hts inter¬ 
pretation of the policy of the United 
: States regarding Santo Domingo and 
the acquiring of the Panama canal rone 
j without compensation to Colombia. 

John W. Foster announced as a fact 
that President Roosevelt had proposed 
, to some of the leading nations of the 
i world “thAt we must make a limitation 
In the sire of the vessel of war that 
shall he built In the future.” Mr. Fos¬ 
ter called Attention to Russia’s changed 
attitude on the question of disarma¬ 
ment. which ho said she favored at the 
first Hague conference and opposed 
now. Prof. Theodore S. Woolsey, of 
Connecticut, urged that “wars of pas¬ 
sion” could be abolished* If International 
law should provide that all wars must 
begin with a proclamation that a cool¬ 
ing time of thirty or sixty days’ Inter¬ 
val intervene between «the proclomaUon 
1 and the actual hostilities. Such an ar* 
rangement would have obviated the 
South African War and also the Russo- 
, Japanese War. 

Representative Bartholdt spoke of 
J the necessity of making The Hague 
conference permanent, and said that 
the United States, with the Impetus to¬ 
ward pence which President Roosevelt 
had achieved could accomplish this re- 
. suit by a united demand at the next 
Hague conference. 

• • • 

Mr. Olney’s Address. 

Having for his -text the development 
of international law. Mr. Olney first 
pointed out the necessity of having In¬ 
ternational law founded on the aggre¬ 
gate action of a <v»ncert of Powers. Mr. 
Olney then proceeded to discuss more 
recent events. 

“WRhln a comparatively short time.” 
he said, ’Mother doctrines have been of¬ 
ficially and unofficially announced and 
have been given prestige and currency 
by being described as the Monroe Doc¬ 
trine or as necessary corollaries from 
It. Under these new doctrines It Is 
intimated that If one American State 
does not behave itself well In either Hs 
external or internal relations—good be¬ 
havior according to our own. standards, 
of course—it may be forced by the 
United States and coerced Into doing 
the right thing, and if necessary may 
have Its revenues sequestered and ap¬ 
plied by the United States according to 
the latter’s notions of Justice and 
equity. 

”k is too plain for discussion that 
the Monroe doctrine cannot be Invoked 
In support of any such pretensions; that 
they are seriously objectionable as cal¬ 
culated to wound the pride and ex¬ 
cite the enmity of all other American 
States, and as committing the United 
States to undertakings of the most 
vexatious, burdensome and dangerous 
character. 

”Our institutions will surely live and 
our people continue to prosper without 
the United States converting Itself Into 
an international policeman for the 
American continents, or Into a debt 
collecting agency for the benefit of for¬ 
eign creditor States and their citizens.**

“Surely by not mnking Itself a son of 
international American boss.” 

He added; "Let it be assumed, how¬ 
ever. as it should be. that the new doc¬ 
trine, however obnoxious in some re¬ 
spects, may and shall be credited to a 
wholly worthy origin.” 

Turning his attention to the Isthmus 
I of Panama. Mr. Olney continued; 

“The United States Is now executing 
a great public work on territory which 
! but recently was the property of a sis¬ 
ter republic. There Is no pretense that 
that republic ever parted with its ter- 
! rltor.v voluntarily. The territory was 
practically expropriated by the United 
States clalmlng^-und It is the best Jus¬ 
tification the circumstances afford— 
! claiming to act as the ’mandatory of 
civilization.’ But If the United States 
! Is to be deemed to have held a man¬ 
date from civilization to sequestrate 
Colombian soil for a great public work. 
It should also be deemed to have held 
a mandate to see that Colombia was 
duly compensated—otherwise civiliza¬ 
tion stands revealed as an objection¬ 
able personage quite Insensible to the 
most elementary claims of Justice.”

What do the moat of them find? A 
wonderful climate beyond doubt, but 
they also find in Phoenix during the 
winter months upward of 5.000 vlsitois 
on a similar quest to their own. a 
quest which for four-fifths of them w.ll 
prove futile; they find that for most 
of them the choice lies between going 
out on the desert and living in a tent, 
or occupying a room In a lodging hou-e 
and taking their meals in a restaurant; 
they find the cost or living too high 
for their slender means and no way to 
supplement their Income; they find, !n 
short, that the majority of them would 
have been much better off to have re¬ 
mained at home. 

The climate can and does help to 
cure many, some of whom are In an 
advanced stage of the disease, but much 
suffering "on the part of patients and 
much injustice to the community Je¬ 
suits from the Influx of such great 
numbers who never should have un¬ 
dertaken the trip. A safe rule to fol¬ 
low Is that no person should attempt 
to go to that country unless he has am¬ 
ple means to take him there and back, 
and sufficient to live on comfortably for 
a year at the very least without being 
obliged to supplement his Income by 
working. 

The wonderful stories regarding the 
climate of the Salt Itlver Valley are 
based on the fact that one year after 
another averages about 90 per cent of 
possible sunshiny days. With ail this 
sunshine, both winder and summer, 
there Is a minimum amount of mois¬ 
ture In the atmosphere. Those who 
live tn sections where heavy clouds 
and a downpour may be expected any 
day. or even at any hour, can appre¬ 
ciate what a gain It Is for a patient to 


Tenting Is considered the best m thod 
of living for those who have gone to 
Salt River Valley for their health. Out 
on the desert. at the outskirts of the 
irrigated parts of the valley and ex¬ 
tending to the foothills, there are tents 
of all sixes and descriptions. Some are 
In groups and others stand alone; some 
are roomy and attractive, others are 
cramped and desolate looking. Col¬ 
onizing has Its advantages and Its 
drawbacks, but unless family or fr ends 
can accompany the Invul d. group I f* Is 
without question far superior to the 
solitary tent, such as is seen frequently 
on the desert, or on some vacant lot 
ne-nr town. Some of the ranches near 
Phoenix make a specialty of providing 
accommodations tor healih-seekers and 
offer tents furnished, or rooms in spe¬ 
cially constructed houses, at prices 
varying from $9 to $35 a week. This 
Includes table board at the ranch house 
nearby, and, except that there Is sel¬ 
dom any medical supervision, condi¬ 
tions for sick people are quite favora¬ 
ble. 

Phoenix has a winter population of 
some 15.000 or 16,000, and It Is esti¬ 
mated that from 3,000 to 6,000 of these 
are visitors, most of whom are health- 
seekers. A local physician, with eight¬ 
een years' practice, says that four- 
fifths of those who come to Phoenix 
never should have left home; another 
sets the proportion at tw-o-thirds. 
Whatever the exact number may l»e, 
one can count hundreds of sufferers 
wasted to a shadow, walking the 
streets every day. Thin and, wretched 
looking, one can but marvel at the In¬ 
excusable stupidity on the part of phy¬ 
sicians or friends who have sent them 
there to die friendless and alone. 
Homesickness Is often added to their 
other sufferings and frequently hastens 
the end. Physicians who no not un¬ 
derstand the spiritual resources of their 
patients well enough to know whether 
they can successfully fight the worry 
and homesickness of such a sojourn, 
as well as the inroads of the disease, 
have no right to give advice In a mat¬ 
ter necessitating such a hazardous un¬ 
dertaking. 

• • • 

One of the Evils. 

One of the worst evil*, perhaps. In 
such a place a« Phoenix Is it condition 
which makes it possible for sick people 
to remain about the town, when the 
only pla<*e where they can possibly de¬ 
rive good is on some ranch In the out¬ 
skirts or out on the desert. Phoenix is 
full of lodging-houses. In most In¬ 
stances nothing but furnished-room es¬ 
tablishments which do not supply 
meals. The keepers make a pretense 
of taking no sick people. As a matter i 
of fact. It depends altogether upon how . 
sick the person is who applies for nc- ! 
commodatlon. If the patronage of these 
establishments were not made up very 
largely of those who come peeking 
health, four-fifths of them would go out 
of business. No one suffering from 
tuberculosis should be allowed to go to 
such a climate and live under condl- 
tIons much worse for him than those 
from which he came. A room In a bar¬ 
rack-like lodging-house. with such 
meals as the average restuurnnt serves, 
with the attendant lack of real social 
Intercourse, is not living for even the 
strongest and most self-reliant Individ- i 
ual. 

The heedlessness shown when physl- ; 
clans, relatives or friends send a pa- ( 
tlent to Phoenix alone, nnd with scant 
means for his support. Is criminal. 
With easy-going optimism they always 
think that light wnrty can bn readily 
obtained and the Inomne supplemented 
In that way. But the conditions that 
are really found are these; thnt this In¬ 
capacitated one is going to a country 
swarming with people looking for like

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chances; that It Is essentially a ranch¬ 
ing community, where the bulk of 
workers must be able to get out and 
hustle early und late, often standing In 
water all night long to Irrigate, doing 
the thousand and one arduous tasks 
thnt require skill and experience, to 
say nothing of a strength which not one 
in a hundred of these applicants ever 
had; that what few chances there are 
for light work are of a sort he ought 
not to accept, since they are usually 
too confining; that if he has the slight¬ 
est abnormality of temperature, he 1 
could not lift a finger to attempt any 
continuous task: that wherever con-! 
sumptlves have taken up work in do- 
slrnble climates, they have by their 
underbidding and their numbers stead¬ 
ily forced wages down to a point where 1 
they can scarcely earn enough to live. 
And as If these w*ere not enough, he 
finds on many sides an almost hardened 1 
indifference to his pitiable need. This 
is not because residents of Phoenix are 
lacking In the finer feetlnge which 
prompt to charitable service, but be¬ 
cause the people of the East and Mid¬ 
dle West are. by their lack of fore¬ 
thought, putting upon them a burden 
which In no sense belongs to them. 

• • 

Some Pitiable Cases. 

Much has been done and is being 
done every day to relieve the suffer¬ 
ings of many who have been too scanti¬ 
ly provided for. The hospitals, 
churches, local fraternal lodges and nu¬ 
merous private Individuals contribute 
often beyond their means to help des¬ 
titute strangers. Besides all these the 
Maricopa County Almshouse cares for 
from twenty to thirty patients. The 
supervisors say that the poor In the 
almshouse cost the county $5,900 a quar¬ 
ter. and three-fourths of this goes to 
alien consumptives. A young woman 
was sen* to Phoenix by her former em¬ 
ployer. a physician, by the way. who 
paid her salary for a long time, but his 
Interest finally lugged, the income stop¬ 
ped. and the girl died In the almshouse. 

A young man came from Michigan, 
where his mother had mortgaged her 
home and raised $100 to send him. His 
railroad fare, some clothing and other 
necessities made a heavy drain on this 
scant sum; the balance was soon gone, 
and after living at a starvation stand¬ 


ard when only a liberal provision 
would have brought him any benefit, 
he. too, died In the almshouse. The 
country at large must wake up to the 
enormity of this imposition and make 
some provision for its sufferers other 
than shoving them off on another com¬ 
munity to be cared for, even though 
that community may be blessed with 
an abundance of sunshine and pure 
air. 

Some are advocating that private 
philanthropy or public enterprise in dif¬ 
ferent States should ereot sanatoria in 
the Northwest country, where all such 
needy patients might be sent; but with 
the wonderful strides which are being 
made In the treatment of tuberculosis, 
even In the most humid climates.

If each 
community grapples with this problem 
Intelligently, such places as Phoenix 
will have to shelter only those who can 
actually afford to go so far and to 
meet the necessarily great expense 
which such Illnes s enta ils.

GIMBEL IS INSANE 


HIS EXAMINING TRIAL SET FOR 
MAY 4. 


BROTHER SAYS HE WILL RE¬ 
COVER FROM WOUNDS. 


HIS WIFE AT HIS BEDSIDE. 


New York, April 20.—When the case 
of Benedict GimbeL in which he Is 
tJharged with assault on a boy and at¬ 
tempted bribery, was called in court 
to-day, Mr. Gimbel’s attorney, Daniel 
O'ReiLly, Informed the Magistrate that 
Mr. GImbel had injured himself so se¬ 
verely that he was not able to be pres¬ 
ent in court. Mr. O’ReiHy said ho had 
seen his client In the hospital last night 
and that the cKiotor in charge then as 
sured him that there was very little* 
chance for Mr. Glnsbel’a recovery’- May 
4 was th*?«n fixed upon as a new date for 
Mr. Gimbel’s examination. Charles 
Glrtibei, of Philadelphia, brother of 
Benedict GImbel, to-day issued the fol¬ 
lowing statement concerning the condi¬ 
tion of ht» brother; 

"Benedict GImbel Is resting quietly 
and is expected to recover within a 
reasonable tiirie. His brothers and his 
own immediate family are with him. 
Later on a prolonged rest and careful 
medical attention will, it is hoped, 
eventually restore him." 

Mrs. Benedict Oimbel, who wtis at 
the hospital in Hoboken, J„ with her 
husband, said to-day: 

"My husband has been a crazy man 
for a year, and he was Insane when he 
attempted to kJll himself. 

"I did not w«ant Mr. Gimbel to 
come to New’ York Uhls time," contin¬ 
ued Mrs. GImbel, "because I realized 
that he had been acting queerly for a 
long time, and did not know wtuu 
would become of him. 

"We know that he Is absolutely inno¬ 
cent of the charges made against him 
In New' York, and we Intend to fight 
them to the end. It is evident that 
blackmailers were Informed of his men¬ 
tal condition and preyed on him for 
money. As for hls attempt to kill him¬ 
self. we can only »ay that he wiw In¬ 
sane. 

"The whole GImbel family Is going 
to stick with my husband" until the 
end. My husband has been overworked 
for several years, working day and 
night to build up hls business. I no¬ 
ticed hls peculiar actions a year ago, 
and then I thought tfoart something was 
wrong. I tried to get him to take 
rest. So did hls brothers, hut he was 
so wrapped up in hls work that ht 
would not, and this Is the result. 

"As soon as he Is well enough, and

IN CONVENTION. 


ANTI-ADMINISTRATION CLAN. 


New York. April 20.—[Specfcal.]—Wil¬ 
liam K. Hc*ar»t hna elected to *?o It 
alone. The various organizations of 
the Independence League are about to 
be transformed from a local to a ra¬ 
tional party. There are branches In • 
Massachusetts, Illinois, Iowa California 
and it 1® the purpose of Mr. ? 
and his supporters to have the 
organized in every State of th* 
by 1908. This done, a Nation \. 
vcntlon will be held, at which a third 
ticket is to be placed In the field. The 
belief, of course, is that no other name j 
but William R. Hearst will be in con¬ 
nection with the Presidency and a 
Western man i® apt to be his running 
mate. There is no doubt that the plat- I 
form of the Independence League will | 
be the most radical declaration of I 
principle that any political party has 
adopted In years, if we except the 
Socialista. 

One reason for this is that the Hearst 
people are counting upon the radical 
voter for support. They believe that 
he will command the situation and os a 
consequence his vote Is desirable. 

Why the third party has been or¬ 
ganized, ttie motive underlying it. is of 
Importance. This is so despite the alti¬ 
tude of prominent Democrats here who 
profess absolute Indifference to wheth^* 
Mr. Hearst may or may not do. They 
believe he is a demagogue of the worst 
type and that the mass of voters know 
him as such. That the only votes he 
will poll in the future are those his 
agents will buy and these can d‘> no 
harm. Furthermore that the Demo¬ 
cratic party Is strengthened by his de¬ 
fection and that to ignore him In the 
future is to gain for it the eelf-re*pect 
of \hnse who withheld this so lang as 
there was a suspicion thait Hearst was 
a factor In its councils. 

• • • 

Thtrd Party Movement. 
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Despite the wisdom cf all this, the 
third party movement of the Indepen¬ 
dence League Is Important enough for 
discussion. There are some who think 
tha: Hearst is trying to play the same 
game In the nation as he did In the 
State last fall. That u-hen his Inde¬ 
pendence League is well organized he 
Will use it as a cltib on the Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention to bring 
about his nomination for the /•resi¬ 
dency Several supporter* of HfUgi 
“maintain that such tactics did not 
hurt his chances very much last fall 
and that those Democrats who oolted 
Would have done so anyway Thl Idea 
of tha purport of the league Is hardly 
reuonella hie with the speech delivered 
by Heart* sounding the call for n new- 
party In which he said: “The motto 
of the Democratic party IS 'anything to 
get In.' 

“The motto of the Republican party Is 
•anything to stay in.* The Democratic 
party is radical one year and reaction¬ 
ary the next. It accepts its defeat on j 
a radical platform as an argument} 
for conservatism, and Its defeat on a 
conservative platform as an argument 
for radicalism. And so It oscillates be¬ 
tween each extreme, without pride or 
prejudice; without conscience or oon- 
victlon.” The better Mia is that Mr. 
Hearst believe* his futile career in 
politic* lies only at the head of a per¬ 
sonal organization; that hlsr support Is 
drawn from lukewarm Democrats and 
Republicans and independents to whom 
h* does not appeal as a party man. 
The fact may also be stated that so 
far as the Democratic party is con¬ 
cerned, the election of last year ha* 
amply satisfied Mr. Hearst that as a 
member of It his political career is 
definitely closed. Nothing hurt him 
more than the manner In which his 
candidacy was attacked by old-time 
Demo rats and their open bolt to 
'Hughes.

tired of yachts and racing stables. Is 
that of keeping a private menagerie. 
Of Jato this has developed in England 
to a wonderful extent. Many of the 
“Stately homes of England” contain 
within their borders more or less com¬ 
plete collections of wild animals col¬ 
lected at great expense from varying 
points of the compass. “Private zoos” 
have now become the rage over here, 
and their proprietors are vying with 
c-ach other to procure rare specimens 
of the animal kingdom. 

The most famous private collection is 
perhaps that of the Hon. Walter Roths¬ 
child. The establishment • is the finest 
private “zoo” in the It contains 

about 2.300 animals, arid in the museum 
there are over a million mounted spec¬ 
imens. including 160.000 birds and 30.000 
moths and butterflies. 

Among the rare creatures is an Im¬ 


mense 25-foot East Indian python and 
several tortoises over rmehundred years 
old. One tortoise which died recently 
In Mr. Rothschild’s zoo was four hun¬ 
dred years old and worth £300. 

The Duke of Bedford’s famous me¬ 
nagerie at Woburn costs £ 10,000 a year 
to maintain. It Is stocked with fish, 
flesh and fowl from every corner of the 
u'orld—zebras, antelopes. Indian blue 
cows, Manchurian deer, pigmy goats, 
Indian bulls, ibex, reindeer, wapiti, 
chamois, wild asses, etc. 

The Duke visits his *00 regularly In 
a sort of miniature armoured train, 
drawn by a steam motor, the w'hole 
painted brown to match hfs livery. 

In this Ingenious contrivance he can 
convey his friends from ope end to the 
other of the Inolosure, and it renders 
them quite safe from attacks should 
any of the animals develop dangerous 
tendencies. MY. Assheton-Smith s col¬ 
lection at Vnyno! Park. Wales, com¬ 
prises hundreds of wild animals whose 


upkeep costs thousand* of pounds an¬ 
nually. | 

Thla however, he can well afford, 
seeing that the fortune to which he 
succeeded three years ago Is about 
£130.000 a year. 

The estate on which the zoo is ar¬ 
ranged is so Immense that £900 in wage g 
alono is paid out on It daily. 

Mr. Robert Leadbetter’s private zoo 
at Hazlemere Park. Buckinghamshire, 
Is celebrated as the only place where 
lions have been successfully bred and 
reared In England. 

Besides the Hons, the collection con¬ 
tains boars, puma*, leopards, tigers, 
hyena*, woflvea. Jackals, camels, llamas, 
buffaloes, zebra*, monkeys and many 
smaller animals and birds. A white Si¬ 
berian camel, “White Tsar.” is one 
of the finest specimens In Europe. 

Mr. Leadbetter Imherlted a large for¬ 
tune from his father, and spares no, 
expense in keeping his miniature zoo in 
model order. Many of his 


beasts have been bred and reared at 
the zoo, and exist there largely under 
natural conditions. 

Rudyard Kipling's weJl-knnwn story 
of the motorists who kidnaped an 
officious constable, and after a wild 
ride across the country set him down 
In a private park and left him praying 
to kangaroos, Is not a very wild flight 
of imagination. A stranger dropped 
suddenly and unawares Into Mr. Robert 
Leadbetter’s park would be very Likely 
to pray for deliverance from the cu¬ 
rious animals he would find wandering 
about loose—if he did not regard them 
as the products of a mind unhinged. *

Certificates of stiook In the Louis¬ 
ville Water Company, aggregating in 
value $463.05, purchased by the city in 
1873 and 1875, yesterday were turned 
over to The Board of Sinking Fund 
Commissioners In conformity with the 
act of March 15, 1869, which specifies 
that there should be added to the re¬ 
sources of the sinking fund the stock 
owned by the city In the Louisville 
Waiter Company. 

The stock was purchased by the city 
from J. S. LUhgow, H. D. Newcomb 
and the estate of Thomas Wilson, each 
having held certificates of stock valued 
at $154.35. The delay in turning over 
the stock to the Board of Sinking Fund 
Commissioners was due to the fact 
that the original certificates, after they 
had been purchased in 1873 and 1875 
by the city and placed in the hands of 
the City Treasurer, became lost and 
never have been found. As a result the 
stock was carried on the books of the 
City Controller until yesterday, when 
Samuel Wilhite, City Controller, who 
had the present Board of Waterworks 
Issue duplicate certiflca/tes. turned them 
over to the Board of Sinking Fund 
Commissioners. 

“Numerous misunderstandings have 
come up on account of the $463.05 in 
stock carried on the hooka of the City 
Controller,’’ sold Mr. Wilhite yesterday. 
“The trouble started some years ago 
when I began publishing my trial bal¬ 
ances annually. Controllers of other 
cities could not understand the item 
of $463.05 representing the city’s stock, 
in the Louisville Water Company when 
a little further down In the same col¬ 
umn they saw given as one of the city’s 
assets $9,000,000, representing the value 
nf the plant of the Louisville Water 
Company. I have received numerous 
letters of inquiry on this account, 
which, of course, could be easily ex¬ 
plained. as the stock was misplaced by 
some former treasurer, and would con¬ 
tinue to show until duplicates were is¬ 
sued and surrendered to the Commis¬ 
sioners of the Sinking Fund. To-day's 
transfer with check from the commis¬ 
sioners will close the entry on the Con¬ 
troller’s books, and we will have no 
further trouble on that score." 


A Jury in Judge Field’s court in the 
case of Daniel Hallahan against the 
Louisville Railway Company for SIB.OOO 
as damages returned a verdict for 
$7,500 for the plaintiff. Nine Jurors 
signed the verdict. 

The plaintiff was a motorman in the 
employ of the defendant company and 
on January 20, 1905. was Injured In a 
collision between two cars at Twenty- 
sixth and Bank streets. He was un¬ 
able to stop his car in time to pre¬ 
vent It from crashing into another one. 
The question turned on whether the 
controller of the electric current of the 
car was defective. Hallahan charged 
that the motor diid not respond when he 
shut off the current by moans of the 
cpntroller. The company alleged that 
the controller was all right and that 
Hallahan was merely negligent hlm- 
solf. In the smashup Hallahan lost lvis 
right eVe and was Injured about the 
body.

School Board Muddle Argued. 

Argument at length was heard by 
Judge Gordon yesterday in the man¬ 
damus action brought by Dr. 

F. Simplon against the Louisville 
School Board, Thil B. Thompson, its 
president. and C. C. Mnrtln. Its secre¬ 
tary to compel the defendants to recog¬ 
nize him as n member of the boa*d. 
Dr. Simpson, along with Dr. Clarence 
Pope lost out when the Court of Ap¬ 
peals held that the redistricting net of 
the last Legislature was uncons: tu- 
tlonal., The Eleventh and r.we.fth 
wards' having been separated into new 
districts, were thrown Together a gam. 

Dr. Simpson was elected from the 
Twelfth ward, whereas Martin <*u«4Ck 
and Dr. Pope were from the Eleventh 
ward. When the redistricting act wns 
declared invaUid the seats ct Jlieso 
three members were affected. Dr. Mrrtp 
son sought to be elected by the board 
as the member from the old district. 
However, the board chose Marlin 
Cuslck. Judge Gordon took the ques¬ 
tions under submission. 

The Commonwealth, through Attor¬ 
ney General N. B. Hays, has also 
brought an ouster suit to settle the 
question. 

Liable For Reasonable Rent. 

Judge O’Doherty held that the Hope 
Worsted Mills Company was liable to 
the Louisville Railway Company for 
reasonable rent upon property at Lo¬ 
gan street and Hamilton avenue. Which 
the plaintiff had some time ago pur¬ 
chased from the defendant. After the 
purchase was effected it was agreed 
that the Hope Worsted Mills Company 
should retain possession of the prop¬ 
erty for a year rent free. The occu¬ 
pancy continued for fifteen months 
more 'than the time agreed upon 
though there was no demand majle by 
the plaintiff for rent and no specific 
agreement for such payment. Judge 
O'Doherty in overruling the defend¬ 
ant’s demurrer held that under the 
agreement which terminated occupan¬ 
cy of the defendant In one year the 
payment of rent for any later occu¬ 
pancy was implied. The suit is for 
$5,833.33. _ 

Boss Murder Case To-morrow. 
Barbara Boss, charged with the mur 
der of her husband, Ferdinand Boss, by 
pouring gasoline over his clothing and 
setting a match to him, is docketed for 
trial In the CrimimU Court for to-mor¬ 
row. Mrsw Boss contends that her hus¬ 
band had attacked her and that she 
had thrown a glass at him to protect 
herself. The glass. It so happened, con¬ 
tained gasoline, and after she threw the 
glass she said she fled Into the ad¬ 
joining room, which was dark. There 
she lit a match to see her way, and 
that instant her husband rushed upon 
her, igniting his clothing from the 
flame of the match. The old couple 
lived at Jeffersontown. They had fre¬ 
quently quarreled bitterly. 

Water Company Wins Suit. 

Judge Shackelford Miller yesterday 


dismissed the r«uit brought by Revenue 
Agent A. J. Bixot. for the Common¬ 
wealth. against the Louisville Water 
Company for back taxes amounting to 
$25,673.48 for 1906. These taxes were 
alleged to have been due on the plant 
and lands of the defendant company. 
Judge Miller held that the Revenue 
Agent had no 'authority to sue where 
the Sheriffs tax bills had heart made 
out against the property-holder, as was 
the case In this Instance. The Sheriff 
has not yet enforced collection of the 
tax bills because the question is now 
before the courts as to whether the 
property of the Water Company is tax¬ 
able for State and county purposes.

RECTIFIER’S CHIEF COUNSEL SEES 

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM BY HIS CLIENTS 


Adheres To Original Opinion Regarding Pure Food Bill 
and Labels—Discusses What Is Whisky. 


Washington. April 20.—^Special.]— 
Warwick M. Hough, general counsel for 
the Rectifiers and Blenders’ Association, 
to-day issued the following statement: 

Whisky is a manufactured article and 
not a natural product. Several distinct 
processes are required to produce it. 

The blenders and rectifiers are marm- 
faeturera, who buy their raw mater vtl 
from certain distillers. From one of 

dJsdllem they buy the "high wines,” 
whiv*h have been colored and flavored by 
charred oak wood. Prom another cla*a 
of distillers they buy ’‘spirts,” which are 
purified high winea, and by a proce>s 
known to five law as rectification, and 
mixing, or blenddrrg. they produce an ar¬ 
ticle. winch lias always been knowni as 
”whisky.*’ The only difference between 
their wlfisky and the whisky of certain 
distillers. which is referred to as 
"straight” whisky, is that the ‘'straight” 
whisky contains all the fusrl oil produced 
during the fermentation cf mash which 
is volatile at the ordinary temperatures 
of distillation, and the whisky of the 
rectifiers, or blunders, bos tills fusel oil 
removed as much as possible. Otherwise 
the two substances are identical. 

The President says that ’'straight” 
whisky shall bo Labeled as such, and the 
public will in time come to know that 
the word "straight” means "fusel oil.” 

A short definition for whisky is, that 
whisky is dilute ethyl alcohol, and so it 
was defined In all the old works on the 
subject. 

Tlie modem definition, conforming to 
the phraseology adopted by the Huron 
of Chemistry of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Is. "Whisky Is dilute ethyl alco¬ 
hol. distilled from the fermented m.ish of 
grain, tvhloh contains more or less of the 
secondary products or impurities. Includ¬ 
ing fusel oil, congeneric with *>thyl alco¬ 
hol. which are produced during th^ fer¬ 
mentation of the motsli. and are volatile 
st the ordinary temperatures of distilla¬ 
tion.” 

Since tliero is such a thing ns “straight” 
or "unpurifled” and “unrefined” whisky, 
there must also be such a thing as “r c- 
tlfled.” '’purified” or “refined” whisky, 
and a definition for whisky should be 
broad enough to cover both the refine! 
and the unrefined article.

Ever nince the Inf.erehurch Confer¬ 
ence on Federation met In New York, 
in the fall of 1905, there has been dis¬ 
sension among leaders in the denomim- 
tion known as the Disciples of Christ, 
as to the right of the fifty men who 
sat in that conference a« Disciples to 
represent the denomination; and as to 
the power of any organization within 
the denomination to name delegates to 
represent it in the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America 
which is to be organized U) December 
of 1908. Two factions among the Dtscl- 
ptf *3 seemed to be Irrertco reliable on th? 
subject, but it Is now believed that a 
way ha* been found out of the diffi¬ 
culty. and that the Pl-clples will have 
delegates present at the organization 
of the Federal Council. 

The matter was decided at a "con¬ 
gress” of the Dtseipbs. which has Juat 
been held in Cincinnati. The cong es*, 
like other gHiicral meetings of Di clpi*a, 
is without authority to legislate for tb* 
denomination, and its acts are in no 
sense official. During the congress a 
meeting was held for the purpose or 
considering the communication of the 
Executive Committee of the I nter- 
church Conference asking co-operation 
in the plan of federation adopted in the 
New York meeting, and the appoint¬ 
ment of delegates to the first meeting 
of the Federal Council. This meeting 
appointed a committee of ten. headed 
by the Rev. Dr. F. D. Power, of Wash¬ 
ington. and authorized It to call a meet¬ 
ing of Disciples, in connection wi h the 
annual convention of the denomination, 
to he held in Norfolk In October, for 
the purpose of conl'dering and making 
reply to the communication of the Fed¬ 
eration Executive Committee. 

Tt is believer! that this plan will re¬ 
sult in the appointment of Disciple 
delegates to the Federal Council with¬ 
out great opposition. The contention cf 
those opposed to the federation plans 
has been that the annual conventions 
of the Disciples are purely missionary 
occasions, and that matters other thin 
missionary’ may not properly he brought 
before them. It has been charged that 
th^ Dlrelplew delegates to the Federa¬ 
tion Conference represented no one but 
themselves, because they were appoint¬ 
ed at a missionary convention which 
had no power to take such action, it 
Is true. Disciples* leaders say. that the 
meeting which will he called next Octo¬ 
ber will have no legislative powers, but 
It will be a representative gathering, 
called especially to act In the matter 
of federation. While the delegates 
which it may name to the Federal 
Council will not be official In the sense 
that they would be If Disciples had a 
legislative convention In which they 
ml ghat be appointed, it is believed that 
the Federal Council will recognize su h 
delegates as representing the Dlscinle* 
of Christ, and that the Disciples will be 
recognized as one of the tvventy-fi\e or 
thirty Protestant bodies that will con¬ 
stitute the new organization.

started In this country work that has 
since become great and famous. Among 
parishes founded or fostered by It are 
Trinity and St. Peter’s, New York; St. 
Peter's, Philadelphia, and St. Paul's. 
Baltimore. The impress of High 
Church and Low. given in the early 
time, remains to this day and In some 
measure accounts for the differences 
between certain Episcopal parishes, 
noticeable to anyone, but not always 
readily to be explained.

The Imi¬ 
tation Is In pamphlet form, rather long 
and explanatory, but sincere, and tin¬ 
der all the circumstances, radical. 
startling character of the innovation 
may not be understood without sojno 
explanation. 

The meeting issuing ihe Invitation Is 
the Orthodox one. for there is another 
and larger Yearly Meeting in PMJsidel- 
phia. the Hlcksite one. Throughout 
Ohio. Indiana and several St 1 tea In the 
West. Orthodox Quakers are fairly 
numerous, more numerous, indeed, than 
In Pennsylvania. It would not be con¬ 
sidered strange for Ohio, Indiana, or 
even Massachusetts Orthodox Yearly 
Yearly Meetings to Issue such pamph¬ 
let.

N EW YORK, April 10.—Hardly 
one play In a thousand that en¬ 
tertain us is devoid of love be¬ 
tween men and women as a 
principal thenje. Whether classical 
tragedy or ephemeral farce, picturesque 
romance or unimaginative realism, po¬ 
etical or prosy, elevated or degraded, 
no other subject than sexual love 
serves to excite Interest in stage shows. 
Even when the playwright takes up 
some political, social or other humani¬ 
tarian problem, he embodies a love 
story In its elucidation. May be you 
think you don't care for fiction about 
affairs of hearts and that till such stuff 
Is nonsense: but can you, after all. be 
absorbed in a play which does not have 
lovers of some sort among its potential 
characters? Once In a long while, yes; 
generally, no. Am I right so far as 
that? Mind you. I don't say that the 
lovers need to be callous or mawkish 
in order to make up the engrossment 
of a play. They may as well be mar¬ 
ried and unsettled. I am writing this 
paragraph because two actresses who 
come to New York's theatrical front¬ 
age this week, Alla Nazimova and 
Grace George, personate heroines of 
love who are wives. The fact which 
they enforce, in "The Comtesse Co¬ 
quette" and a new version of "Di- 
vorcons," so it seems to me. la that the 
emotionalism requisite for an absorbing 
play is more easily and effectually de¬ 
rived from wedlock than courtship. 
That may be another way of saying 
that the everlasting triangle—usually 
with one woman and two men for its 
three sides, but sometimes on»* man and 
two women^-ls the form which con¬ 
flicts of love always take. Specifically. 
I point out that wives, as just now 
shown by Mrs. Nazimova and Mrs. 
George, are apt to be more Interesting 
In stage make-believe than maidens. 
The loves and Jealousies of husbands 
and wives may be. and often are, more 
consequential than those of unmarried 
sw'eet hearts.

Wivea Who Raise Rows. 

Wlv*> deviltry raises the row in 
both "Dtv-.tconB" and "The Comtesse 
Coquette.* It Is likely that you know 
about the French Sardou’s old comedy 
of dlv.ree, with a Oyprlenne fancying 
that her husband dlRlikes her. seeking 
satisfaction in the lover nearest at 
hand, finding no happiness with him 
and resuming wedlock with the hus¬ 
band. The ease of Nina in the Italian 
Bracco ’8 "LTnftdele"—as the original of 
"The Comtesse Coquette" is better 
named—i^» essentially the same creature 
of uneasy emotions.

I wish I could take you across the 
desert as I saw It to-day. My sur¬ 
roundings here are m different from 
anything we have in America that I

The French 
government will not permit travelers 
from here to go alon? into Morocco, 
find It was only upon my shoving 
Oapt. ParUl, the chief of the Arabian 
bureau, a lector which I have from our 
Secretary of War to the Governor Gen¬ 
eral of Algeria that two Arab soldiers 
were detailed to accompany us. 

These men were armed with repeat¬ 
ing rifles. They rode Arabian hus^s 
and kept right In front or olos- behind 
us during our Journey. In addition t » 
them I had with me rry *mn Jack and 
Mr. Pasealet, the proprietor of th** 
Hotel du Sahara ani one of the lead¬ 
ing merchants of this phi*i of the world. 
Mr. Pasco let Speaks Arabic as well as 
French end English, and he acted a- 
our guide and Interpreter during th* 
day. He has a branch store In one of 
the largest of the Flguig villag.s and 
has many friends among the people.

Bucking Arabian Colts. 

We started at daybre.ik. The sun was 
just rising as we left Beni Our.if. it 
came up a red copper ball out of the 
eastern horizon, nnd In a few momenta 
took on a white heat, only to be lost 
half an hour later by the Thick sky 
which has ended to-night in the 


sirocco, or wind storm, of the desert. 

We rode along single file. Each of 
the sbfdier* sat on a red Arab saddle, 
with n high pommel and back, and 
their horses were good. Mr. P.iscalet rode 
a white Morocco tnare. which he said 
hnd cost him a thousand dollars, and 
upon which h*‘ had recently ridden 
seventy-five miles in one day. Jack 
and rrystlf were mounted v.l.ii Eng¬ 
lish saddles on two pur* Arabian 
three-yrar-old coRs which belled tne 
gemle nature commonly attributed to 
their breeding. They bucked, trotted 
nrd galloped, and at Irregular Inter¬ 
nals acred worse Chan the averag? 
Western brno *ho when ridden by a 
tenderfoot. We managed to keep our 
seats, however, notwithstanding the 
stony desert and the winding walls of 
the ousts Inclosnres. It took us about 
an hour to reo h Lhe Moroccan fron¬ 
tier. We crossed It from Algeria be¬ 
tween two hign brown rocky moun¬ 
tains. and at once entered a beautiful 
valley filled with thousands of date 
palms. 

This* was the oasis of Figulg. It con¬ 
sist* of this valley and has great date 
plantations. Standing at the entrance 
between Mount Tarla and Mount Zena- 
ga, each a barren rooky brown mass 
about rthOO feet high, we could see a 
forest of green-leaveil palms, ranging 
In width from two to three mllea and 
extending up a ravine for a distance 


of sevin mllea or mure. On both sldea 
and beyond were nothing but sand. 
r-'Cp.K and mountain*, perfectly hire, 
thirsty and dry Tne palm ? formed a 
;.re* r» str <*t In this setting, with round 
brown wntoh towers marie of aun-dri< d 
belli. an»l the yellow minarets of the 
vll agr* nv^tfuea rising abov»> them. On 
a hill in the confer w** could see the 
irud hoi's s of th * v.llage Zetr tga. but 
the other towns of the oa la were hid¬ 
den In the forest of palms. 

This oasis haa, 1 am told, about the 
largest number of palms In one solid 
Block of any in the Fnhar.r. Mr. Pas- 
c *let thinks ih iv are more than a 
mill'on trees and 1 am sure I saw two 
or three hundred thousjnd lying in 
front of and b tow me as 1 stood on 
the Jorf. one of the highest parts of the 
oasis.

Fed By Hot Springs.

a temperature of 100 degrees Fahren- 

hvlt. 

Ttiere are seven villages in the oasis, 
and the largest of these springs are 
found in the date plantations on the 
highlands of the town of El Abid, in 
about the cento* of the oasis. Who first 
constructed these underground drains 
which carry the water from level to 
level no one seems to know. Mr. Paa- 
* ait»t has asked many of the Arabs, but 
their only reply Is: "We do not know 
when they were built, but It was many, 
many years ago.” It may hive been 
two centuries ago. and It may hive 
b* on longer, but how long no one 
knows. 

These drains are kept in order to- 
dsy and new oiu> ; are cons’.ructed from 
lime to time These must be hundreds 
of mil's of them, for they reach every 
part of tlie oasis, being connected In 
each of the vllVag** plantations by great 
reservoirs where the water is stored 
when not needed for irrigation. Ea/'h 
tree. I am told, gets a good drink at 
least twice a week. 

During my stay I visited El Abld an I 
these springs.

In some places they are 
only two or three feet apart, arid the 
branches meet overhe d. shutting oat 
the eun.

Many of the date palms reach high 
above the waM, but others are rot m> e 
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at night by rough door> of palm wood 
hung on rude wooden hinges. There are 
two gates to the town, and outside one 
of them some camels, a part of a cara¬ 
van which has jus; come from the 
desert, are now lying on the ground 
chewing their cud while their Arab 
driver sits meditating among his freight, 
w*hich he ha:, unloaded for the time. 
As we go in through the gate we puss 
donkeys loaded with grain and sugar 
and. turning this way and that, find 
oursalvc* in »lark covered streets, in 
which we might lose our w'ay had we 
not our soldiers und Mr. Pascalet to 
guide us. v 

The town of El Abld reminds one of 
the catacombs. There are houses built 
over the streets with only here and 
there a hole for the light. Outdde Is 
tho fierce glare of the African sun; 
here. In the main «tresis of El Abld. it 
Is almost as dark as in some subter¬ 
ranean cavern or in the tomb of Tl. 
above Cairo. In the valley of the Nile. 

Th** streets cut the towm at all sorts 
of angles. Some arc too narrow for 
horses an 1 one has to get down and go 
through them on foot. The houses have 
no windows facing the street and they 
are entered oidy by low doors of palm 
w*ood. In BO me of the wider streets 
ledges have \been built along the walls, 
and upon thrsc shrouded figures lie In 
sleep or sit cn»s>-legged and chat. Here 
and there men rqnnt on the ground, 
hugg'.ng the walls while work : ng away 
at their trades. I no*iced several tailors 
making gowns, a cobbler or so sewing 
on yellow Flippers. i,-d also on* or two 
peddlers. There were many little boys 
with sore heads closely shaven, and sore 
eyes with files playing about them. 
They stopped and s.nred at us. and a.« 
we pass'd many ,*mbs with b^rd* 
scowled at us and he camera. There 
were no women to be seen, alt hough I 
now and then ce light a glimpse of 
sheeted figures which ran out of nut 


way. In the Jewish quarter I saw some 
bare-faced gir<* wdh earrings as hlg 
around as the bottom of a plot cup. The 
Jewish men were dressed like the 
Arabs. 

The town of Zenagn. which wr next 
visited, whs about the same charac¬ 
ter as El Abld, save that Us streets 
were a little wider and it Imd a busi¬ 
ness section. This ran about a square 
which coull not have covered more h n 
a quarter of an acre. 1 have seen many 
a stable yard quite as Urge. Around 
this were a number of small stores with 
a motley crowd of Arabs shopping and 
chatting outside them. Some of the men 
were buying wool and others sugar and 
tea- The average store was not much 
bigger than u good-sized d«»g kennel and 
the ruMomers stood In the streets as 
they bargained. 

Here we left our horses in charge of 
the soldiers: and. at the suggestion of 
Mr. Pasi-alet. visited one of the prin¬ 
cipal citizens, a merchant of‘ wealth 
H« was probably worth $500. We met 
our host in the square I have just re¬ 
ferred to, and went with him to his 
house. We \v> re told to wait a short 
time in the street outside that he might 
go In and tel! his women to go to their 
own quarters, am strange men were 
coming. 

A momenrf. I.i'cr the door was opened. 
We first entered n courtyard rooTe 1 by 
the sky and surrounded by BiabU*. In 
on** stall tH**re was a loom at which a 
woman had be n weaving a blanket, 
an i in another a boy was cutting 
palm roots for firewood.

Crossing the yard, we were taken up 
to the second floor Into whit I sup¬ 
pose was the best room of the h<»us«. 
It was about twenty feet squiar?, 
with n ceiling at least twenty-five feet 
in height The walls were whitewash¬ 
ed and the ceiling was decorated with 
palm leave* dyed red and green The 
room seemed well lighted, although it 
hud only one little window high up in 
the wall. This had no glass, and it was 
barred with Iron. With the single ex¬ 
ception of a rug about a* big us n bed 
quilt there was no furniture. There 
was not even f divan built out from 
the w nil, a* in seme Moorish hou 
The room was perfectly bare.

Cover them with a sauce made accord¬ 
ing to the directions below, and after 
scattering a little grated Paxme^n 
cheese over the surface, put the dish 
Into a quick oven fnr two or three 
minutes and serve it garnished with lit¬ 
tle leaves of puff pastry.

Never¬ 
theless It is an ideal spring dessert 
ind a very pretty dish If finished with 
a garniture of candied cherries and 
strips of angelica or gelatin: One 
quart milk, 4 eggs, yolks and whites 
beaten separately; 4 tablespoons sugar, 
2 teaspoons vanilla extract or bitter 
almond*, one-half cup of currant Jelly. 
Heat yolks, stir into them the sugar 
and pour upon them gradually, mixing 
well, t cup of the hot milk. Put Into 
saucepan and boll until it begins to 
thicken. When cool flavor and pour 
into a glass dish. Heap upon top me¬ 
ringue or whites whipped until you can 
cut it, into which you have beaten the 
Jelly, a teaspoon at a time.

FUSIONISTS NOT SINCERE. 


Frar kfort, K>\, April 20.—[Special. 1— 
After twelve hours of oral argil men t. 
filstrib ited through five days, the 
Louisvi le election contest eases. In¬ 
volving all but one or two ftilnor ex¬ 
tent tv offices of the city of Louis¬ 
ville tnd the county of Jefferifln. were 
submitted to the Court of Appeals at 
1 o’clock to-day for final adjudication. 
The immense record of the o»ne«. one 
of /he largest ever before this tribunal, 
wi 1 now be sent out to the Judge* for 
ilulr perusal and for the preparation 
•f their opinion. The srx sitting Judges 
if die court heard the argument and 
will sit in judgment on the questions 
presented by it. Decision of the ap- 
pea may not he looked for for s?vetal 
woci-i. because of tne immense record 
presented. 

The oral argument before the court 
here |,vas made by A. J. Carroll, Joe 
it. D dd and John L. l)odd« of wie 
Louisville bar, for the Democratic con¬ 
tests,«s, and by W. Marshall Bullitt, 
Helm Bruce and J. F. Helm for the 
contestants. A number of other attor¬ 
ney! were associated with them in the 
casts m tho lower courts, and sat with 
thet 1 In the hearing neforc the higher 
couit. No case that has been .lore In 
several years attracted such*' a gather¬ 
ing to the Appellate Court room each 
Jay throughout the hearing. Demo¬ 
cratic and ^Rep^ltean State leaders, 
admin 1st rat 4 on officials of Louisville, 
those vho led the fight for the Fusion 
party making the contest, ministers of 
the Gospel, and many women were

Cloring Argumentj. 

The argument to-day before the court 
was made by Heim Bruce, w’ho began 
Ms speech yee erday and closed in an 
hour this morning, and by John L. 
Dodd and James F. Helm, who made 
the closing speeches for the two- sides 
of the content. The tetter half of th* 
speech by Mr. Bruce contained noth¬ 
ing unusual, he devoting his time 
hirgfly to reviewing conditions In the 
various predicts complained of. and 
to (Bribing: the provision* of the Con¬ 
stitution and Statutes as t ) "free and 
equal elections.** He compared the 
conduct of the police on elect.on day 
to that of Sue Mundy n,nd the bush¬ 
whackers of Civil War limes. He de¬ 
clared that such a ca3c as he and his 
associates have here presented can 
never a^raln be gotten up, and saJd 
that if the Chancelloro are sustained, 
and the Democrats held in office in 
Louisville, those of th?m ‘who now 
have no fear of the criminal courts 
will have none of the civil- courts of 
the State, 

Mr. Dodd, in closing the case for 
the contestees. spoke In vigorous fa h- 
lon throughout. In beginning he de¬ 
nounced what ho termed the "manu¬ 
factured facts'* of the contestants* 
pounori. and declared the effort of the 
Republicans and FuMonl*ta to be nor' 
to win an election before the people, 
but to damn the Democratic party, at d 
set up the Republican party upon the 
ruins. He charged the Fusionlst at¬ 
torneys with having begun their con¬ 
test two months before election day.

Mr. Helm Discusses Law. 

Mr Helm followed Mr Dodd 
spoke for a n hour. Like Moots. 

1111 and Bruce, he devoted the 
portion of his speech to dealing with 
the testimony and the facts as to the 
contested precincts.

Nor can elections be considered free and 
equal when In a portion of the State they 
may be conduced, under the general law. 
comparatively free from the Influence of 
force and fraud, while In another portion, 
for the WiKtt of more suitable and effect¬ 
ive regulations than are provided by the 
general law’s, the timid and weak are de¬ 
terred by violence or tumult from at¬ 
tempting to vote, and illegal votes, added 
to tnosc influence!] by bribery, constitute 
a balance of power, aind often a mu parity 
of the whole number given. 

•Elections are free and equal only when 
all who possess the requisite qualification* 
are afforded a reasonable opportunity to 
vote without being molested or Intimidat¬ 
ed. and when the polls are In each county 
nnd In each prerinct alike freed from the 
Interference or contamination of fraudu¬ 
lent voters." <% <193. our italics. 1 
The Judges ol*the Circuit Court In the 
cases at bar say this op.nion deals only 
In generalities, nnd throws no light on 
the question of how to apply the con¬ 
stitutional provisions for a free and 
equal election; that It surely cannot mean 
that If a single voter Is kept from voting 
cr n single illegal vote Is cast, the elee- 
t '.on is to be Tiullffied. and It gives no per¬ 
centage of the electorate which, when 
deprived of the electoral privilege, shall 
he sufficient to render an election not 
free and equal. In one sense this is true, 
but how can any man. in the light of this 
opinion, declare that the extent of the 
disfranchisement la not material, when 
the number of persons admittedly dis¬ 
franchised is two or three tlni**s as great 
ns the total majority of the persons 
claiming to have been elected? How can 
ary mnn s«v that the disfranchisement 
of 4.300 people In the city of Louisville hi 
such a trifling thing »s not to Justify the 
court In giving any effect to It? How can 
any man say that It Is all right. In a re¬ 
publican government, for t.fioo men. oitl 
sens of this one city, to be ruled over by 
officials in whose selection they have boon 
permitted to have no voice?

Instructions To Officer3. 


Declaring that the suit by the Fu¬ 
at onlsta originated upon an assumption 
of arrogance that the City Club gentry 
of Louisville should have their way, 
the speaker referred to the conduct of 
the campaign by them.

• We have been criticised,’* snld th* 
attorney at another point, "for direct¬ 
ing our election officers not to follow

"They have presented to your honors 
so many manufactured facts In these 
cases," said the attorney, "so much of 
campaign material that has no place In 
the cases, so much of an effort to damn 
the Democratic party of the city of 
Louisville, and to build upon its ruin* 
the opposition party, that I shall have 
to address myself to some of It bi- 
fore settling down to my argument. 

To show you that their motive is to 
damn the Democratic party and not 
to go In honestly to defeat it In an 
election before the people 1 will tell 
you some of their moves In this con¬ 
test. They began the contest on Sep¬ 
tember 5. two months before the day 
of the election. 

Their first move was to visit n wom¬ 
an. Mrs. Louise Foster by name, who 
resided on West Walnut street, and se¬ 
cure from her an affidavit charging 
that a policeman had come to her and 
sought to plant repeaters in her home 
for use on the day of registration. A* 
soon as they secured that affidavit they 
spirited Mrs. Foster away from LouJs-

her that they secured such an affi¬ 
davit as they published.

Buy Prohibition Party. 

Their next step was to purchase the 
Prohibition party for the purposes of 
the election. For its use they paid the 
sum of $ 100 . though they tell you that 
the hundred dollars was a mere matter 
of eexpenses for a leader of the party 
to come to Louisville As a result of 
that bargain, entered into by these 
purists, they secured permission tn

The shadow cannot become the sub¬ 
stance. There must be a record in a 
bona fide contest suit before the court 
can. in such a private suit, nullify the 
election. 

The statute presupposes a bona fide suit 
between private citiens for the office In 
controversy.

The oral argument was resumed 
promptly at 9 o'clock this morning. At 
that hour Helm Bruce began where 
had left off yesterday afternoon, with 
the occurrences as detailed by Mar ball 
Bullitt in the Twentieth precinct of the 
Twelfth ward.

Keg- 
lsratlon is simply u means of determining 
who lias a right to vote, and tho failure 
to hold a registration sufficiently near the 
day of election simply results In the un¬ 
lawful denial to a certain number of per¬ 
sons of the right to vote. In other 
words, registration is only a means to an 
end. the end being the right to vote, and 
the denial of registration is simply* the 
means of denylur the right tqf vote. The 
ultimate thing is the right to vote; and 
does It make any difference In the eye 
of the law whether the right to vote Is 
denied by denying the right to register, or 
whether It Is denied by burning up the 
ballots and holding no election, or by 
moving the polls to the back room of a 
saloon nnd there endue ting a fraudulent 
and void election, under such conditions 
that many persons did not even know 
where It was being conducted, nnd un¬ 
der such conditions thAt all persons are. 
In effect, deprived of the right to vote, 
because the whole thing Is void.

Mr. Helm Ends Argument.

He referred to long association with 
mnne of the Democratic officials of 
Loulsvlll* and declared that In this 
contest they have gotten below' the line 
of hls vision when he 1* looking to¬ 
ward the rights and the needs of the 
great mass of citizens cf Louisville.

CANNOT LIVE LONG. 


STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS, 
AGED SALESMAN IS DYING. 


PROBABLY ONE OF CITY'S BEST 
KNOWN BUSINESS MEN. 


FIFTY-TWO YEARS ON DUTY. 


With his entire right side affected a* 
tho result of a stroke of paralysis sus¬ 
tained last Wednesday morning, and un¬ 
able to recognize any member of his fam¬ 
ily or the friends who have called to *eo 
him. Charles F. Turner, one of the oldest 
and best-known business men of Louis¬ 
ville, is in a critical condition at his home, 
821 Second street, and death is hourly 
expected by the attending physicians. 

Mr. Turner, who 1* seventy-four years 
old, came to ixmhivlUe fifty-two years ago 
from Loudon county, Va.. and since then 
he has been connected with several of tho 
leading carpet and furniture houses of the 
city In the capacity of manager of the 
carpel department, and has perhaps the 
widest acquaintance of aif other salesman 
In the city. w 

Ho wa* formerly a member of the firm 
of Blrdsuy & Turner, and at other times 
was connected with the firms of W. H- 
McKnight. dona & Co., and the sstuart 
Dry Goods Company, having been man¬ 
ager of the carpet department of the last- 
named firm for the past ten years. 

Mr. Turner .suffered a stroke of paralysis 
five years ago. and another three years 
ago. but both of them weer silghl. and 
lutlo or no permanent Injury resulted from 
them, but the stroke which e<une shortly 
after he began his duties last Wednesday’ 
morning lias caused him to remain In an 
unconscious condition. When the 
came he was carried to the home of Miss 
A. fcl. Alford, with whom he boarded, and 
Dr. Elli* Duhcan and Dr. Alexander Bate, 
hurriedly summoned. His ailment refused 
to yield to medical treatment, and for four' 
(lays the patient has hovered oetween me 
and death. „ 

Mr. Turner celebrated his serentv- 
fotirth birthday lost Monday, and remark¬ 
ed to friend* at his boarding-house and 
at the store tlmt he win* in better health 
than In years, and from all ap«pe,tranc- 0 
he bade fair to remain in active harness 
for several year* more, and the stroke of 
paralysis, which followed »o soon, na* 
been a shock to hi* hundred* of friend*. 

Immediately following the sudden »ir »ke 
Charles F. Turner. Jr., Mrs. R. O. Har¬ 
ney. of tl»I* city, and Mrs. Spence Minor, 
residing eight miles fr»cm LouJsv.H**., on 
The Pr«*on-«lre*t road, all children of 
Mr. Turned, were summoned and nave 
remained In constant attendance on thehr 
father. Another daughter, Mrs. E. 8. 
White, of Waco. Tex., has been notlfhd 
of the serious condition of her father, and 
1* expected *to reach his bedside to-day or 
to-morrow. _

In Democratic Platform If Bryan 
Controls, Says Dahlman, 
of Nebraska, 


Chicago, April 20.—A dispatch from 
Omaha says: 

The Democratic national platform of 
1908, If W. J. Bryun controls the con¬ 
vention, will not demand **>* 0 !ute Gov¬ 
ernment ownership of the /abroad*. 
This was authoritatively announced 
yesterday by James C. Dahlraan, na¬ 
tional committeeman from Nebraska. 

The statement Is in the nature of an 
official aimouncemeru. for the reason 
that Air. Dohlman 1* n cios-3 touch 
with Mr. Bryan and recently has b< en 
In conference with him over the plana 
and policies of the forthcoming cam¬ 
paign. From the same source it is 
stated that tariff reform will again be¬ 
come a dominant feature of the plat¬ 
form. 

The platform, according to Mr. Dahl- 
man, already has been mapped out, and 
will contain some radical cnanges from 
the document adopted In 1904. While 
Dahl man was not able to go Into 
minute details, he says the prominent 
planks in Mr. Bryan’s declaration of 
principle* will concern trusts, the tar¬ 
iff, State regulation and money, the 
railroad ownership plank, of course, be¬ 
ing conspicuous by Its absence. 

Constitutional guarantees will have 
a strong Indorsement, and the accept¬ 
ance of campaign contributions from 
trusts and large corporations will re¬ 
ceive severe condemnation. That plat¬ 
form will define the necessity for and 
proper use of money* contributed for 
running campaigns. 

Usurpation of power by the President 
also will be made a strong point, and 
the convention will be asked to declare 
that President Roosevelt, in this respect 
as well as in the matter of accepting 
or approving campaign contributions, 
has overstepped true Democratic prln- 
clples. 

Government economies will receive 
the usual attention and a halt will be 
demanded In naval extensions. It will 
be declared that the vast sums being 
spent on armament may be much bet¬ 
ter employed In irrigating the plains of 
the West. Development of river naviga¬ 
tion Is to be indorsed. 

Election of Senators by direct vote of 
the people, reformation of civil service 
rules and a strong foreign poHcy will be 
strongly proclaimed and pledged. 

No overtures of any sort are to be 
made to the Populists, beyond a gen¬ 
eral invitation directed to all chujses to 
join forces with the Democratic party 
in an effort to enforce the principles 
proclaimed and demanded in the Demo¬ 
cratic faith.

AN ENORMOUS CROWD AT THE FOOTBALL GAME. 


Throng Estimated At 100.000 Sees Sheffield Capture Con¬ 
test From Everton, Holder of the Cup. 


ONDON, April 20.—Fully 60.000 en- 
thuela*lic admirers of football ar¬ 
rived in London to-day on special 
trains from Yorkshire, Lancashire 
and th* Midlands to witness the final 
game in the English Cup ties at the 
Crystal Palace between Everton, the 
holder of the trophy, and Sheffield. With 
the contingents from the south, the rail¬ 
road managers estimated that fully 80,000 
persons came to London for the purpose 
of seeing the game. The metropolis fur¬ 
nished its full quota, bringing the total 
number of spectators up to about 100 ,- 
00 ft. 

By th© time the game was opened the 
standing room was packed. All the seat¬ 
ing capacity at the ground* was sold a 
week ahead. Sheffield kicked off and 
scored a goal within twenty minutes. 

Everton then became the aggressor, but 
Sheffield put up a fine defense, and It was 
not until Just before the end of the first 
half that the holders of the cup were 
Able to equalize matters. 

At what 1* known in football here a* 
•'three-auarter time” th© score was un¬ 
changed. During th* last quarter both 


There 
were many exciting rushes, but the teams 
weru so evenly matched that neither was 
able to score for som<- time. Then one 
of the Sheffield forwards got the ball, 
and with a well-directed kick won tho 
second goal. Everton was unable to score 
after that, and Sheffield captured the cov¬ 
eted trophy.

James apartment house in St. James 
Court was consummated. which 
amounted to probably over $50,000. that 
does not much lighten the burden of 
proof that the market is dull and 
heavy, in fact, dragging. In a city of 
250.000 inhabitants there must be sale.* 
always, even though tne market be at 
Its lowest ebb. The unseasonablenes* 
of the weather never fails to have its 
depressing effects on the real eatate 
market, more so than In many other 
lines of business. Women, when In¬ 
specting property with the view of pur¬ 
chasing homes, always want sunshiny 
days. They will not look at a hou>e 
on a dull, cloudy day, so a well-known 
real estate dealer says. 

Aside from the extreme dullness of 
the situation, the Kentucky Realty 
Company during the past week sold 
on the northwest comer 
of Tenth and Green strec<s for Sol 
Lazarus for the sum of $8,000 The 
property Is used as a saloon. The same 
so,d the brlck residence at 
1,»09 Transit avenue for John W. Raley 
for I5.0IH); the brick cottage at Thirty- 
third and Chestnut streets to J. W.

Inquiry Strong. 

"U hlle the sales were few compara¬ 
tively during the past week, there was 
a considerable inquiry about property, 
especially for residence property in the 
West End. Many or the people em¬ 
ployed In the factories In the West 
End have become Imbued with the 
spirit of purchasing Itomes. and for this 
reason a good demand is being created 
for lots in that section. The only 
drawback Is the high price of material 
for building houses. This has a ten¬ 
dency to keep many persons from in¬ 
vesting in a lot. 

"I must say that the past week with 
us has been a dull one," said A. O 
Brand. "Inquiries have kept up. which, 
of course, indicate a firm demand, yet 
the owners are holding out for ad¬ 
vanced prices. Even in large deals 
small amounts are now splitting trades. 
The real estate agent is powerless; he 
cannot close a deal unless all parties 
are willing However. I think that the 
unseasonahleness of the April weather 
has had much to do with the extreme 
dullness In the real estate business In 
Louisville. I look for better things 
when spring opens up as It should."

Quiet, But Not Discouraging. 

• When I tell you it has been rather 
quiet in real estate circles the past 
week," said Trevor H. Whayne. "I 
don't mean that the situation is so dis¬ 
couraging that many agents will quit 
the business within the next week. I 
mean that few trades of any conse¬ 
quence have been closed. Inquiries 
have been strong, but the owners of 
property are a little slow In falling from 
tlfc price set by them. The report has 
g*$ne abroad that there is a boom In 
ractl estate and many people think that 
prices have advanced In unusual pro¬ 
portions. This Is not the case. No man 
can tell how city property will be en¬ 
hanced by conditions. This year certain 
property may be very valuable and on 
the increase, but five years from now 
It may be down because the tide has 
turned some other way. 

' Flftv years have wrought many 
changes. Look at the mansions of the 
former rich citizens of Louisville on 
Chestnut street and Broadway, and on 
Fourth avenue, as for that matter. On 
Chestnut street and Broadway houses 
now standing cost $40,000. and yet the 
house and lot to-day will not bring over 
$15,000. There Is no demand for them. 
It Is going the Fame way In other di¬ 
rections." *

The present mood of speculation seems to be 
a watting one. with a dealre for light on the 
course of future avetrt* before embarking on 
now ventures.

Following last week's record loan expansion cf 
the New York bank*, there has been a percep¬ 
tible hardening of the mtiney market tliD week. 

The tnfluencea which were t^rponslble for that 
slvnvtng have continued In rorce this week, 
with a tendency to encroach on the credit of 
the banks. Those Include large syndicate pay 
nimt* of bond and stcck eub.wrlptlons and the 
recall of erodK< by interior bank* placed here, 
owing to the fall of Interest rates from the 
attractive level which prompted the lending 
of money In New York- The>e Interior loans 
were made out of depodts In reew York bank* 
end dout>tl<*M were a figure In the expanded 
kjan account of national bank.* which wa* re¬ 
vealed by the reports of condition as of March 
22 nuale to th*» Controller of the Currency. The 
present movement goes to improve this condl- 
tloo w» far a« (be interior Iwnks are con- 
corned, but the process repnwents a tranrfer 
of these l*»an« to the New York bank-. These 
loans by Interior b»nk* were In reality again 
cash reserve* on depar-U In the N»w York 
banks, so that the credit eltuatiuti ax a whole 
lx ii jt altered by thri* transfer to N>«r York 
banks. The reserve showing of the New York 
bank* themselves Is altered, however, owing 
to the expansion of the dfptsit Rem involved 
In the Increase of I *an>. 

The money situation abroad ha* been affected 
by a movement of the Bank of France to re¬ 
call from the Linden market funds advanced 
at the period of strain oo that market. A 
movement of gold front London to Paris has 
txsen the consequence. It 1 a supposed that but 
for this develc^rment tha^Lar.k of England's 
rate would have been ^»her reduced this 
week. Large Isouos of Government saruritlcs 
tn Berlin and lyndon have been a factor In 
these money markets also. 

The industrial and crop <>url>*« occupy a 
large share cf attention Anl the future o! the 
stock market Is believed to hljige to a large 
extent on these factors. The stock msxkct has 
been subjected to many unfavorable repm-ta 
concerning the winter wheat crop during the 
week, but their Influence has been m-xlera?ed 
by the nhghi reflection In the wheat market 
Itself. Mercantile agencies report no &Igm of 
reaction in the commercial neid*. Iron trade* 
gMKhorUfcs Also repwt a sustamM demand.

Class B Craftsmen Are Unable As a 
Rule To Cope With the Major 
Organizations. 


Major league players ns a rule are good 
waiters at the bat. and therein lies the 
difference in the pitching strength of the 
minor league twirlcr and the pitcher in 
the Mg organisation, says Addle Joss, the 
Cleveland pitcher. 

Many a heaver who has done remark.) 
ble work In the minors Is lacking when ho 
goo* up, and to the fact that the major 
leaguers are more patient must this be 
attributed. 

The majority of the players In Claas B 
leagues w'iU hit at balls that a man In 
the big brush will not even look at. and 
a pitcher without control will never mukc 
a success among the Mg boys. 

All of the good hitters In the American 
or National arc men of good Judgment, 
but Wllllo Keeler, of the Highlanders, 
oftener makes the pitcher put the ball 
over the plate than any other man In the 
business. His judgment on n ball Is al¬ 
most perfect. It I* a waste of time la try 
and fool him Into hitting at a bad one. 

To begin with Keeler Isn’t larger than 
a pint measure, and he uses a short bat. 
which hr grasps in the middle, standing 
directly over the plate In a natural pos.- 

As an exponent of scientific hitting 
"Wee WlUle” has no equal, and It U 
worth the price of admission to see lilm 
work a pitcher, says Joss. 

"I don t want to be mlsundersioid when 
I sav he makes the pitcher put the bill 
over*the plate all the time, for when try- 
Ing to hit to left 1UU1 he swings at halls 
considerably on the outside, or If he is 
trying to pull the ball he will slash at 
one a bit Inside. 

“For n man as small as he is Keeler is 
a wonder when It comes to playing the 
lilt and run game, am! It is practically 
impossible to get one by him to give the 
catcher a dear throw unless you make a 
wild pitch. 

“I have seen him deliberately throw his 
bat at n wide ball when a runner was 
going down, and Invariably he gets his 
man to second, either by bothering the 
catcher or hitting to the lntlohl. 

“it’s a pleasure to see K»>c!cr pull n 
third baseman In on a bluff bunt and hit 
by him for a clean 3ingle. whfeh, had 
the third sackcr remained in Ills position, 
would have been an easy out."
